the choice of a king, and to ask from the candidate a declaration 
of his principles. Perhaps we Englishmen, who are 4o free that 
we talk treason as fast as we like, always supposing that we 
commit no overt act against known law, are apt to forget the 
state of transition through which we passed before we reached 
to that perfection of liberty which we now enjoy.

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name of Victor Emmanuel. With this, added to his other posi- 
tive advantages, it is from no ordinary standing-point that the 
King of Northern Italy asks the suffrages of the people of the 
liberated South. We, of all others, have shown no disposition to 
underrate the enormouseervices of Garibaldiin bringing aboat the 
existing condition of things, What would have been the result of 
theconstitutional struggle withont him itis noteasytosay. But it 
is imposeible to deny that the attitude which Sardinia has main- 
tained, and the action which she has exhibited, have, after all, 
been the means of consdlidating the Italian movement, It is 
in no vain spirit of empty boast that Victor Emmanuel appeals 
to the course taken by his father—a course .which he pur- 
sued to the verge of martyrdom—and to the consistent 
adherence of Piedmont to those principles which are now 
we will not say accepted, but eagerly seized, by the rest 
of Italy. He is fully justified in his assertion, “that he 
strengthened freedom in an epoch not very favourable to 
feeedom,” It is impossible to over-estimate the influence of 
a kingdom like that over which he has ruled on the events 
which have taken place, Imagine Piedmont in eclipse as a 
constitutional Government, and what must have been the effect 
on the people of the rest of the peninsula, deprived of such a 
rallying-point for their hopes and their exertions? 
apparently remote a fact as that of the junction of the 
forces of Sardinia with those of England and France in 
the war with Russia is pointed out in the manifesto of the 
King as a part of that system for the liberation of his country 
which he has never lost sight of; and, considering 
that circumstance from the light which he has thrown upon it, 
we are inclined now to admit its significancy, if we were not 
conscious of it before, It probably led to that alliance with 
France which resulted in the campaign in Italy last year; at 
any rate, the sequence is not forced or violent. If so, apart from 


the direct wresting of Lombardy from Austria, it has led to the 
subsequent revolution in Tuscany and the Roman States, important | 


links in that great chain which has now extended to the uttermost 
south of all the Italian provinces, and to the consummation of the 
policy, at once consistent and profound, of ten years, by which 
Sardinia has been influenced, , 

In fine, we cannot but hope that Europe—at least that part of 
Europe which is actuated by feeling for, or bound by assent, 
actual or implied, to, the liberating movement in Italy—will 
accept the proclamation of Victor Emmanuel, admit the claims 
which it contains, and do what is necessary towards the ratifi- 
cation of that state of things which it demands, It is true that 
difficulties yet lie in the way of Jl Re gulantuomo and his able 
counsellors, who, from the mouth of Count Cavour, have also 
proclaimed their scheme of policy and organisation. It is im- 
possible to shut our eyes to the anomaly which exists and the 
danger which may arise from the presence of the troops of 
France in Rome. It is whispered that this occupation is only 
contingent on another cession of territory by Victor 
Emmanuel, and that if the island of Sardinia be added to 
France there will no longer be an obstacle to the achievement 
of a design of Cavour—namely, that Rome should become 
the capital of regenerated Italy. An ominous reticence on the 
part of the Emperor of the French is now, as ever, supposed to 
betoken some predetermination on his part to attain a certain 
object, which will be declared in his own good time, and in his 
own peculiar way. In a very short space whatever is lurking 
in the secret policy of that Potentate must be brought to light. 
The Italians have nearly done their work; and it will remain 
for the Powers of Europe to declare themselves, so that the final 
settlement of the great question of Italy may be arrived at, 
Surely there can be but one result from all that has taken place,

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

Count Kisseleff had a conference last Saturday with M. Thouvenel 
and the Papal Nuncio. He took leave of the Emperor on Sunday in 
aprivate audience at St. Cloud, before setting out for Warsaw. 

The Constitutionnel publishes an article by M. Boniface on the inva- 
sion of Naples by the Sardinian troops, The writer, while exculpating 
Garibaldi, charges the Sardinian Government, by its invasion of the 
Roman States and the Neapolitan territory, with violating every prin- 
ciple of international law, and acting in contradiction to all the prin- 
ciples invoked by itself. 

The French and English Plenipotentiaries have signed a convention, 
containing a new series of articles inserted in the French Customs 
tariff. Refined sugar will be taxed 40f. per 100 kilogrammes. The 
on machines, tools, and instruments will be reduced to 
$f. per 100 kilogrammes. The duties on earthenware will be a 
maximum duty of 20 percent., which in four years will be reduced to 
15 per cent.

ITALY, 


King Victor Emmanuel has issued a proclamation “ to the people of 
Southern Italy” in which he summarises the recent events in Italy, 
He states that, in carrying out the design of a united and independent 
Italy, the memory of his father was his guiding star, and that he 
educated himself upon his model. Previous to his accession Piedmont 
was blessed with freedom of election, education, great public works, 
free trade and commerce, civil and religious liberty, “an army which 
has just revived the military traditions of Italy under the tricolour 
flag,” and concord between Prince and ple. Alluding to 
his taking rt in the Crimean struggle, Victor Emmanuel 
declares that that was but another move to enhance the importance of 
Piedmont, which was soon turned to account at the Congress of Paris, 
The first time his Envoys were able to speak before Europe they 
demonstrated to all that the preponderance of Austria in Italy 
was dangerous to the independence and liberty of Piedmont. 
Hence the war of 1859, when his magnanimous ally Napoleon III. 
felt that the cause of Italy was worthy of the great nation over 
which he rules. He justifies the annexation of the Duchies 
on the ground that the expulsion of their rulers arose immediately 
out of the war begun by himself; but, at the same time, enters 
into a vindication of himself in regard to his previous dealings 
and proposals, not only to the Grand Duke of Tuscany, but 
alco to the Pope, and the last two Kings of Naples. He 
deplores, however, the cession of two most noble provinces of 
his hereditary kingdom, and directs a couple. of fierce denun- 


| Ciations—one against the friends of the Papacy, and the other 


against Mazzini’s faction. In conclusion, he informs the people of 
South Italy that his troops are coming amongst them to consolidate 
order, as they had entered the Marches and Umbria in order to dis- 
perse that jumble of persons of all nations and of all languages who 
were assembled there ; and finishes by saying, “I know thai in Italy 
I close the era of revolutions.” 

The decisive tone of Victor Emmanuel’s proclamation has been fol- 
lowed up by energetic acts. The King himself is now on Neapolitan 
territory. He left Macerata on the 10th inst. at nine a.m., and arrived 
at Loretoat noon. Hethen proceeded to Grottomare. Here, on the 12th, 
he received the deputations of the municipality, magistracy, and 
influential persons of Naples. M. Borghi enagnted the address of the 
municipality, and M, Valla that of the magistracy. The King replied 
that he was ready to accede to the wishes of the Neapolitans as soon 
as they should have manifested them by a free and spontaneous vote. 
On the 15th he entered the Neapolitan town of Giulianuova, amid the 
enthusiastic plaudits of the population. 

The Naples Official Journal of the 12th publishes the following 
address of Garibaldi :— 

TO THE CITIZENS OF NAPLES, 

To-morrow Victor Emmanuel, King of Italy, the chosen of the nation, will 
break down that frontier which has divided us for so many centuries 
from the rest of our country, and, listening to the unanimous voice of 
this brave population, will appear amongst us. Let us worthily receive 
the “‘ Sent of Providence,’ and let us scatter on his road, as pledges of our 
redemption and affection, the flowers of concord, to him so grateful, and to 
Italy #0 necessary. No more political colours! No more parties! No more 
discord! Italy one, as the people of this metropolis wisely decide, and the 
King Galantuomo, are the eternal symbols of our regeneration, and of the 
grandeur and proeperity of our country. G. GARIBALDL,

After a debate of five days in the Sardinian Chamber of Deputies 
the bill empowering Victor Emmanuel to incorporats the Two Sicilies 
and the Papal States with his kingdom was passed on Thursday week, 
only six of the 296 members present recording their votes against it. 
In the course of the explanations by which Count De Cavour closed the 
debate and preceded the division, he said that previous annexation3 
could not be precipitated, because the convention of Villafranca had 
just been concluded, aad there was a proposal for an Enuropean 
Congress; “ but as regards the annexation of Southern Italy the same 
danger no longer exists.” He and his colleagues desire that Rome 
should become the capital of Italy ; but “the revolution in Rome will 
be accomplished by the conv:ction that liberty is favourable to religion.” 
As for Venetia, Europe wishes the Italians not to make war on Austria, 
and “they must take into consideration the opinion of th2 great 
Powers.” Europe thinks the Italians alone unable to wrest Venetia 
from the grasp of Austria; but if — show themselves united the 
opinion of Europe will change. Finally, Count De Cavour renewed 
his solemn denial that. any more Italian territory will be ceded to 
France, adding that, after the completion of the annexations, “nobody 
will be able to ask such a cession from a country with a population of 
24,000,000,” 

The vote by universal suffrage in Naples will be taken on the 21st 
inst. The question put will be—“ Do you wish Italy to be indivisibl 
united, with Victor Emmanuel as constitutional King, and his legiti- 
mate descendants?” This decree has been extended to Sicily. 

It appears that the King of Naples has determined to make a stand 
at Capua. The cannonading under its walls is briskly kept up. On 
the 9th the Garibaldians gained fresh positions, The loss of life must 
have been heavy, as hostilities were afterwards suspended for twenty- 
four hours in order to bury the dead, The cannonading recommenced 
on the morning of the 10th. 

According to the Presse, the great Powers, with the exception of 
England, have signified to the Cabinet of Turin that they will not

Piedmontese troops continue to make their entrance into the Kingdom 
of the Two Sicilies, The Turin Gazette states that 5000 Piedmontese 
troops had landed in Naples with four batteries of rifled cannon.

SWITZERLAND, 


The estrangement between France and Switzerland appears to be 
widening. Several strong notes have lately passed between the two 
Governments with £ to the Geneva affair, and the more 
recent attack on the flag at Sion, A note has been re- 
mitted by France to the Federal Council stating that, indepen- 
dently of the insult offered to the French flag at Sion, a French 
subject was maltreated on that occasion. he French Cabinet 
claims, therefore, that a severe inquiry should be instituted on that 
point; and expresses a hope that the guilty parties will be punished, 
and full satisfaction afforded to the injw party. The Federal 
Gouncil has commutiicated its reply to this complaint on the part of 
France means of a verbal note, wherein the Federal Council 
expresses its on account of the events at Geneva, but states that 
they could. not be considered as an international offence. This note 
adds that the flags of Ambassadors and Consuls alone are placed under 
the protection of international rights, but not flags hoisted on vessels 
or Yaitways, where every State has the right to prohibit the hoisting of 
foreign flags.

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD.

AUSTRIA.—Vienna, October 18.—The annivers ry of the 
battle of Leipsic bas been celebrat:d to-day by Divine service, the 
garrison of the city being present.

THE Two SIcILIES.—Gaeta, October 6.—Signor Casella ha; ad- 
dressed a circular note to the Diplomatic Corps at Gaeta. After quoting 
the decree which appeared in the official journal of Naples on the 23th 
ultimo concerning the family of Milano, and adverting to the fact that 
it was issued in a city occupied by Piedmontese troops by a leader 
acting in the name of the King of Sardinia, and who, without being 
disavowed, has for the last four months assumed the flag and the name of 
the latter, concludes as follows :—“ The undersigned considers it unneces- 
eary to protest against this scandalous decree, since all the sentiments of 
morality, honour, and religion which exist in the heart of man protest 
for themselves ; but denounces this decree to the justice of Europs as 
one of the clearest among the many proofs of the tendencies of the 
men who, by foreign force, and profiting by unheard-of treason, have 
usurped the greater part of the kingdom of the Two Sicilies.—CasELLa.” 

ITALY.—Paris, Thursday.—The Patrie announces the con- 
centration of Austrian gy on the frontier which, it says, has caused 
a similar concentration of Piedmontese troops, The Presse asserts 
that information was received yesterday at Turin that 4000 Austrians 
from Mantua had crossed the Po and taken up their quarters at Revere, 
which town is still under Austrian dominion. The Presse adds, this 
news has produced a sensation at Turin. 

CuINA.—Paris, Thursday,—The Patrie states that Mr. Bruce, 
the English Minister in China, had received a despatch announcing 
that the Emperor of China would be disposed to conclude peace with 
the allies after the capture of the Peiho forte. 














AUSTRIA, 

The report that the Council of the Empire had been convoked for 
the Ist of December next, in order to examine the statutes of the pro- 
vincial Diets, is unfounded. The Council of the Empire will not re- 
assemble until after the Provincial Diets shall have been formally 
established.

He has con- 
fessed his crime, and declared that he was employed by Nunez Pradeo, 
a deputy of the Cortes, His name is Rodrigue Servia.

The latest advices from the United States state, that the filibuster 
Walker, after making a protest “ before the civilised world,” was shot 
by order of the Honduras authorities at Truxillo, on the 12th of 
September. The New York journals have already commenced a con- 
paigtg | on the subject, one party contending that Walker surrendered 
to the English man-of-war Jcarus, and ought not to have been delivered 
to the Honduras authorities for execution, and the other maintaining 
that, as he had not accepted the conditions tendered tohim at Truxillo, 
he was not entitled to any benefit from them. 

The great demonstration at New York of the Wide-Awakes came off 
on the night of the 3rd, and is described as one of the most brilliant 
affairs in the annals of the city’s political history. There were 
11,500 torches in procession, and this without including numerous 
emall clubs detailed to rouse up and awaken the public in portions of 
the city not traversed by the main Republican army. 

A terrible storm has swept over a large portion of the southern 
country. At New Orleans buildings were prostrated, and boats were 
swamped in the river. Along the line of the Jackson Railroad a portion 
of the track was washed away, and a large number of houses were 
carried off by the flood. Steam-boats were blown ashore, and sugar- 
houses demolished. The crops suffered severely. The storm was also 
very heavy at Baton Rouge and in portions of Georgia and Florida, 

The steamer Bayou City, ranning between Galveston and Houston, 
when near Lynchburg, exploded, causing a fearful loss of life. The total 
number killed was not known, but there was a large list of passengers. 
The explosion, it is said, was caused by the incrustation of salt water 


on the boilers, 
AUSTRALIA, 

The resignation of the Cabinet of Victoria forms the most important 
item of Australian news. This event was occasioned by the differences 
between thre Ministry and the Legislative Assembly on that great bone 
of contention the land question. We take the following from the 
summary for Europe of the Melbourne Argus of the 25th of August :-— 
“The purchase by the Government of the Geelong and Melbourne 
Railway has been finally completed, A nugget weighing 8310z. was 
found some days ago by the Koh-i-Noor Company, at Ballarat, at a 
depth of 400 feet. About 100 oz. of gold, in small nuggets, lie around 
it, In shape this monster piece of gold resembles a leg of mutton. The 
Shakspeare Memorial Committee have resolved to place the selection 
of the design for the memorial _——_ to be erected in Melbourne in 
the hands of a committee of taste, composed of Messrs. Thomas 
Carlyle and John Ruskin, and Sir Charles Eastlake ; and, through them, 
to invite six of the most eminent English sculptors to send in designs. 
All artists in Victoria will receive a similar invitation. With the 
committee of taste a business committee will be associated.” We read 
in the Melbourne Herald of August 25 :—“ The exploration expedition 
has at length got under way. On the occasion of their departure, on 
Monday last, from the Royal Park several thousands of persons 
assembled there to bid them godspeed on their highly interesting 
though perilous journey, Considering the general equipment of the 
party and the sup advantages that will accrue fromthe use of 
camels, no expedition has started in any of the Australian colonies 
under more fayourable auspices.” : 

The following telegraphic summary for England is from the Sydney 
Morning Herald of August 22:—The Bishop of Brisbane arrived on 
the 17th instant from England, accompanied. by seven clergymen for 
Queensland, Mr. Rhodes, nt for Sir M, Peto and Co., has left the 
colony for England. The railway contracts are now entirely conducted 
by Mr. Wilcox, A public meeting was held in Sydney on the 16th 
instant to urge the Government to establish a militia force. The 
volunteer corps are being reorganised, Great damage has been done 
by another ‘hood. Several bridges were destroyed and the railway 
embankments much injured. 


NEW ZEALAND. 

The intelligence from New Zealand relative to the calamitous war 
with the natives is very mea; Taranaki appeared to be in imminent 
danger of an attack, and the families of the settlers were being sent as 
rapidly as possible to places of security. There had been no renewal 
of hostilities, but both parties were actively engaged in preparations

COMMENCEMENT OF THE WAR IN CHINA,

PENTANG, Angust 10. 


Wp left Talien Bay on the 27th ult. at daybreak, and arrived at our 
first anchorage on the next evening, about twenty miles from the Peiho, 
It was certainly a most magnificent sight to see this splendid fleet 
of 300 vessels sailing together on the calmest of seas; scarce a ripple 
disturbed the sleeping waters, and the sky was an ocean of blue; the 
breeze was delicious ; in fact, it would be difficult to convey to you the 
delightful feeling experienced in our trip. Junks were sailing about, 
and some even came right through our fleet, probably the “ reporter” 
of the Pekin Gazette was on board ing notes and describing the 
fleet of the western Barbarians as consisting of many myriads of ships, 
covering the ocean like the stars in heaven, or flies in Talien-wan.

We perform a variety of aquatic waltzes and go 
round and round the fleet, and not till seven p.m., did we get to an 
anchor. Several Russian gun-boats and American steamers. Frantic 
saluting takes place, deluding us, for, as the first shot is fired we, of 
course, imagine the fight has begun. Thunder also every now and 
then is heard. Day hot and muggy, and water peasoup colour. 

81st.—Stormy-looking sky. othing done except a large amount 
of saluting. aterspouts in the evening, and rain in square masses— 
most extraordi , 

August 1.—Raining in the morming. A move for the Pehtang. 
Great excitement, the gun-boats running about in all directions, towing 
boats with troops, Signalising from various ships, Gun-boats in 
fighting trim—topmasts down, rifle-plates up—looking very wicked. 

French gun-boats have square tops for the riflemen, with hides to 
rotect them, They tow junks filled with red breeches, and small 
ts. A steamer of peculiar description, painted white, and having a 
gun in front, accompanies one of them. Towards noon all start ata 
signal from the Admiral on board the Coromandel, We are in the 
division with the red ensign; the white and blue, the French, take the 
right ; and off we go. Rocket-tubes are rigged on board the small 
boats, and they near the Pehtang forts. The troops are landed in the 
mud a long way off the a oe all ex to hear the fort guns 
on fire; but no such thing happened. ere was no resistance at 

3 and the forts soon appeared with the French and English flags 
floating in the evening breeze. No preparations seemed to have been 
made for a defence ; a few wooden guns were found, and some infernal 
machines, The town was occupied, and the troops were quartered 
pe after spending a night on the mud, Thus ended the taking of 

ehtang. 

On the 2nd of August a reconnoitring party of 2000 French and 
English went out towards the Peiho forts, and were fired upon. 
Several were wounded by jingall- and one killed on the spot, 
at 2000 yards, Skirmishers were wn out, and kept up a 
fire — the Tartar cavalry, who came out in force, e 
French had some rifled cannon, but they were not effective, and, 
after my hy for some time we retired, asit was not considered wise 
to engage the enemy till we went out with that intention. Major

~<— The Tartars had a strong intrenched camp commanding the 
only causeway that leads to the Peiho. The approach to the town of 
Pehtang is very a : the bar is only to be got over at three p.m.

Strange to say, the rooms are often papered with white 
satin paper (English), and they have ceilings; altogether, you might 
go far before meeting such gi dwellings ; the windows are papered 
with thin paper instead of glass, The streets are broad, and the side- 
walks raised one or two feet, and a verandah coming out over the 
said sidewalks, But you should see the landing-place; no drawin 
could convey to you half the idea, My brain was in a whir 
of confusion at the sight of this “Babel” of people, cos- 
tumes, and languages. e = Captain of the Pearl must 
be distracted by this time, as he is there from morning till night.

The following letter from Pehtang was written on Aug. 7 :— 

“The British fleet of transports and men-of-war left Talien Bay on 
the morning of the 26th of July, and most of the vessels arrived the 
next evening at the anchorage off the Peiho, about twenty miles from 
the land. French fleet arrived at the same time, and it only 
remained for the gun-boats towing the provision-junks to come up, 
These arrived a day later, and the fleet moved ten miles further in. 

“ At 9 a.m, on the Ist of August the gun-boats steamed in over the 
bar with boats in tow, and anchored about 2 p.m. some 2000 
yards to the left of the southern fort. The tide commenced am 
soon and at 34 p.m. the French jumped into the water an 
commenced ing towards the shore, Our men were kept back for 
half an hour longer, till the tide had receded a little more ; but the 2nd 
Queen’s soon made up difference of time by forming in the wacer 
and advancing in a more direct line, so that they and the French 
reached the dry mud at the same time, where they immediately 

mnded their arms and relieved their feelings by a good hearty 
ritish cheer. 

“Meanwhile a troop of Mongolian cavalry ee drawn up on 
the bridge and causeway to the left of the town, who watched our pros 
ceedings for some time, and then rode off in the direction of the Taku 
Forts, doubtless to report our arrival to Sangkolinsin, Flags also 
were flying from the f and numbers of men could be seen peepin 
ent from behind the mantlets of the embrasures, so that we anticipa 
some resistance ; and, as it took all the evening to land the force 


which had been told off for the operations—viz., the second brigade of 
the First Division, commanded by Brigadier Sutton, and 2500 French- 
men—it was determined, I believe, that a joint attack should be made 
next morning by the gun-boats in front and the allied regiments 
in the rear, By sunset the troops had passed through the mud aad 
seized the causeway without any opposition ; a halt was then made, 
and we bivouacked for the night. Fortunately, it was a glorious night, 
with a bright moon, so that, with the aid of a little brandy-and-water, 
some chow-chow, and a cigar, we managed to get on capitally. 
Meanwhile, shortly after sunset, Sir Hope Grant ha pushed on with 
a few men, and entered on the outskirts of the town, where a China- 
man was seized, who said that the forts were empty and undefended, 
whereupon Messrs. Parkes and Gibson, of the Consular service, and 
Captain Williams, of the Royals, with a couple of men, made him 
kad them through the town and, kicking open a gate at the rear of 
the south fort, they found that his statement was correct, that there 
were only a few old wooden guns in some of the embrasures, and that 
the flags and mantlets were all a sham, A number of infernal- 
machines, however, had been very cunningly placed underground just 
inside the gate, and at the bottom of the ascents to each cavalier, and 
had any one of them exploded it might have done considerable damage. 
Some shells of European manufacture, but without fusees, were found 
in the fort, also a number of hand-grenades, and a great quantity of 
arrow rockets. When the gun-boats moved in next morning they 
threw a couple of shells into the northern fort, but found it also 
deserted ; and by sunrise our friends in the fleet outside the bar could 
see the allied flags waving upon the battlements, 

“The town of Pehtang was occupied by the troops on the same 
day. It must have contained, I should think, about 20,000 inhabitants, 
and may be briefly described as a collection of baked mud honses, 
intersected in all directions by unpaved streets, which are filled always 
with either black mud or blinding dust, and swarm everywhere with 
dogs and pigs. 

“The 3ist Regiment and the Ist Royals landed on the evening of 
the 2nd, and on the morning of the 3rd a reconnaissance was made along 
the causeway by 1000 English and 1000 French infantry. Having 
advanced about four miles, they went to within 1500 yards of the 
intrenched position I have before mentioned, and were received with 
a fire of jingall-balls, whilst clouds of Mongolian cavalry opened out 
to the right and the left, and tried to turn the French flank. The 
French had two small rifled guns with them, but they did not carry as 
far as the jingalls of the enemy, which hit some men at 1700 yards’ 
distance. This great range, however, is attained only by giving the 
weapon such an elevation as to counteract very much the hitting force 
of the ball. A very few shots were fired on our side, as it was not 
then the object to bring ona general engagement, and the troops returned 
about noon, we having three men and one officer wounded, all ver 
slightly; ard the French one officer aid six men, one of whom, I 
believe, has since died,” 

The purport of the intelligence subsequently received is that an 
advance was made by the combined forces on the 13th of August, 
resulting in an attack on the Tartar camp, which was captured and 
broken up. On the nextday it was anticipated an assault on the Taku 
Forts would be made, and no doubt was entertained of the speedy 
capture of th ese forts, 


At Shanghai the rebels attacked the city on the 18th of August, but 
were “repulsed with artillery.” The greatest alarm prevailed, both 
among the European residents and the Chinese population ; and trade 
was completely stopped, 

INDIA, 


News from Calcutta to the 8th ult. report a general improvement in 
commerce. The Council are still engaged on Mr. Wilson’s financial 
reforms, They are hesitating as to the best mode of collecting the 
income-tax. The harvest in the North-west Provinces is jeopardised by 
the want of rain. 

A large quantity of jewels, the property of the rebel Queen-mother 
in Oude, have been seized and appropriated by the Government, Some 
excavations recently made by Lieutenant Johnston, in the vicinity of 
Peshawur, have led to the discovery of a pottery, evidently of Greek 
origin, and dating some 1800 years ago, me important results are 
anticipated, 





A duel was fought on Sunday, at Nogent-sur-Marne, between 
two well-known members of the Paris press—M. Charles Monselet and M. 
Thecdore Barritre. It terminated happily, M. Monselet having received but 
a slight scratch with the pointof a sword, and M. Barritre coming off scot free. 


In a letter to the secretary of the Universal Israelitish Society, 
Count Cavour says :—‘* Persuaded of the justice of M. Mortara’s demands, I 
have the honour to assure you, sir, that the King’s Government will do all in 
its power that this child, in whom the public opmion of Europe is so strongly 
interested, may be restored to his family.” 


On the 28th of September the Relief Committee at Beyrout 
had about 15,000 destitute refugees on its list, and on the lisis of the auxiliary 
committee are some 5000 more. The suffering and poverty that require to be 
relieved are still very great, and the expenses incurred amount to £1000 a week. 
The continued assistance of the public is therefore imperatively needed. 


In the budget of Holland for next year 4000 florins are put 
down for the encouragement of learning and science. Among other under- 
takings to be patronised are a general dictionary of the Dutch language, and 
a work containing a description of all the insects in the country, and the best 
means of destroying them. 


The war in Borneo against the natives was being continued 
advantageously to the Dutch. A revolt of the foreign legion at Samarang 
had taken place, but was immediately suppressed. Nine mnutineers were 
killed, and thirty-five were sentenced to be hung. A similar rising, intended 
by the Swiss troops throughout Java, has been discovered. 


The French forces are proceeding vigorously against the 
Druses. General Hautpoul, after militarily occupying Deir-el-Kamar, and 
installing the Christians in their houses, pushed on to Djiebdjeiniro, and 
expected shortly to be joined by the forces of Fuad Pacha, when they would 
commence joint operations. 


A dreadful accident occurred last week on the Lake of Garda. 
The boiler of a gun-boat which has been running regularly from Salo to 
Limone on the opposite shore exploded, and eighty persons were thrown into 
the lake. Only the captain and some of the crew were saved. The whole 
family of Count Guerrieri, of Verona, comprising cight persons, were lost ; 
and the family of Count Avrighi, of Salo, suffered the same fate. The number 
of victims is about seventy. 


THe STADE DvEs.— The Jndépendance Belge and the 
Hamburger Nachrichten concur in stating that the Hanoverian Government 
has resolved to accept the English proposal for the redemption of the Stale 
dues. This proposal is to the effect that the dues, which are estimated to 
produce £30,000 a year, shall be redeemed by the payment of £460,000, of 
which sum one-third is to be paid by England, another third by the city of 
Hamburg, and the remainder by the other States whose shipping is burdened 
by the dues, The Senate of Hamburg has, it is added, agreed to this arrange- 
ment ; and the Stade dues are to be abolished as soon as six-sevenths of the 
third to be paid by other states than England and Hamburg shall have been 
assured to Hanover. 


ENGLAND AND Proussta.—The official Prussian Gazette of 
Wednesday contains a leading article upon the interview at Coblentz, in which 
it says :—‘* The cordial relations which have ever existed between Engiand and 
Prussia will continue to exist if the two countries do not mutually misunder- 
stand their true interests. These relations have become more deeply rooted and 
have acquired increased firmness and extension by the conference at Coblentz, 
and by the ready exchange of views which then took place between the lead- 
ing statesmen of the two countries. In view of the great complica- 
tions in the Furopean political system, the more satisfactory it is to be able to 
state that there was a coincidence between the views and opinions of England 
and Prussia on the and important questions of the day,” The article 
thus concludes :-—“ ie the Warsaw interview is a proof of the good under- 
standing of Prussia with ite Eastern neighbours, the happy result of the inter- 
view at Coblentz proves that Prussia understands how to cultivate the highly 
important interest by which she is bound to England.” 


MANCHESTER AND THE FRENCH TREATY.—The deputations 
from Manchester and Glasgow which have been in Paris for the last em. ed 
have just returned, the whole of their time having been spent in endeavouring 
to assist Mr. Cobden in the arran ent of the duties to be levied on twist 
and cotton goods to be impo: into France under the new treaty. The 
deputations were unanimous in their expression of opinion of the great labour 
undertaken by Mr. Cobden and the attention he bestowed upon every matter 
connected with the object of their mission. The deputations also c= 
themselves much satisfied with the co-operation of Messrs, Ogilvie and Mallet, 
Mr. Cobden’s coadjutors. The labours of the deputations extended over eight 
or nine hours each day. There is reason to hope that, as regards the Man- 
chester twist and cotton goods, the duties may be fixed the lst of next 
month. The deputations are not aware what duties may ultimately be fixed ; 
but such a mass of materials and information has been furnished that it is 
hoped the knowledge thereby acquired will lead to a measure which will be 
beneficial to the intercourse between both countries,

A Roman Catholic chuich which has been erected in Great 
Croeshall-street, Liverpool, was opened on Sunday by the Rev. Dr. Goss, 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Liverpool. 


The foundation-stone of the Corn Market and General 
Exchange for the town and port of Leith was laid on Tuesday by the Duke of 
Atholl, Grand Master Mason of Scotland, with high masonic honours. 


Mr. G. P. Tuxford, of the Mark Lane Eezpress, has been 
adopted as the Liberal candidate to supply the vacancy in the representation 
of the borough of Boston occasioned by the death of Mr. Herbert Ingram, The 
Conservative candidate is Mr. Malcolm. 


Six of the seven prisons of Gloucestershire are tenantl 
and have been closed, while in the seventh the number of prisoners is so s' 
that the justices decided, at the sessions held on Tuesday, not to appoint a 
successor to one cf the officers who has resigned. 


At the West Riding Sessions, held on Tuesday at Leeds, 
Brownhill Hemsley, the station-master at the Birstal station of the Leeds, 
Bradford, and Halifax Junction Railway Company was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment for embezzling property of the company. 


News from St. Kilda, received by a vessel which was well- 
nigh destroyed off the island in the hurricane of the 2nd and 3rd inst., states 
that the storm there was most appalling. Every house was unroofed, and the 
scanty crops were blown into the sea, so that the poor people on the island 
have nothing now to depend upon except a few potatoes and salted birds. % 


The rental of Ireland has within the last twenty years (says 
the Post) riseh from £10,000,000 to £15,000,000, and the revenue has risen 
nearly three millions beyond what it was a quarter of a century ago. Within 
thirty years the tonnage of Ireland has doubled ; and within thirty-three years 
the foreign imports have risen from £1,500,090 to £5,500,000, 


At Bolton last Saturday three children who were locked up 
in a room for a short time were suffocated by smoke arising from the 
ignition of a bundle of paper which lay in the room. here is reason to sup- 
pose that the children had obtained possession of a number of matches, and 
that, in striking one or more of these, the paper was set on fire. 


The annual meeting of the United Kingdom Alliance was 
held at Manchester on Tuesday. The principal speaker was the Dean of 
Carlisle. The great topic of the evening was the proposed bill for enabling a 
majority of ratepayers to suppress the sale of intoxicating beverages ia their 
respective districts. 


The Mersey Dock Board intend letting water into the Great 
Float Dock, at Birkenhead, in the course of the next month. This monster 
dock, to make which the contractors, Mesers. Thompson and M‘Cormick, had 
to remove 2,000,000 cubic yards of earth, covers an area of 110 acres, and bas 
a lineal quay space exceeding four miles. The depth of water in the Great 
Float will enable the largest ships to ride in safety. 

Harvest-homes were held on Tuesday week at Hibbard, 
Norfolk; at Abbotsley, Huntingdonshire ; and at Chariton Bishop, Devon- 
ehire—Divine service being performed at each place on the occasion. The 
annual harvest-home was held at Redhill Reformatory on Wednesday week ; 
and on the same day a harvest-home feast, accompanied by Divine service, 
was held at Shepton Beauchamp, Somerset, 


The hop-planters of Kent held a meeting at Maidstone on 
Wednesday for the purpose of memorialising the Government in favour of the 
postponement of the November moiety of the hop duty. The various dpeakers 
urged very strongly the claims of the planters for consideration, arising from 
the unfavourable season. The meeting agreed to ask the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to postpone the time of payment until November, 1861, when they 
pledged themselves to pay the tax.

A SuHip’s CREW RESCUED BY GRACE DARLING’s FATHER— 
The 7rid, of Arbroath, was wrecked on the Fern Islands, in the storm of Wed- 
nesday week, It struck on the rocks within three yards of the spot where the 
steamer Forfarshire was wrecked in 1838, The sea ran so high and the wind 
was £0 terrific that the crew were afraid to take to their boat. The men, 
therefore, jumped into the waters and were washed on to the rocks, many of 
them being dragged back several times by the force of the “ undertow,” and 
only saving themselves with great difficulty by the aid of tangles and other 
seaweeds, The boat itself was blown right off the deck, alighting on the rock 
many feet distant, bow on, and being split up the centre by the shock, The 
men were about twelve hours on the rock, the sea being so high that no boat 
could possibly put to rescue them. Towards evening, when the storm had 
abated, a crew, headed by James Darling, the father of the heroine Grace 
Darling, who had been watching the wreck all day, put out a boat foom the 
Longstone Lighthouse, and rescued the men, Old Darling is now seventy-five 
years of age—is hale, hearty, and energetic etill—and has been superintendent 
of the Longstone Light for a period of fifty years. The captain and crew of 
the Trio speak most reverentially, as they well may, of the brave old light-

LORD CARLISLE AND THE QUEEN'S UNIVERSITY.— Yesterday 
week a meeting of the Queen’s University was held in St. Patrick’s Ha}, 
Dublin Castle, to confer and honours. Among those present were 
the Earl of Carlisle, Lord Gough, and Mr. Cardwell, M.P, After the degrees 
and honours had been conferred, the Earl of Carlisle spoke as follows :—“ Jt 
may be permitted to me to express the high satisfaction which I feel at 
learning that the career of the whole institution, if not convulsively rapid, 
has been steadily progressive, which, perhaps, is the most promising condition 
of all others for stability and permanence ; and the examinations which have 
just_been brought to a close not only exhibit a more numerons array of 
candidates than has been heretofore seen, but have been distinguished by a 
greater ratio of successful competition, and by improved quality as well as 

That the test of the prowess of these our young institutions is not 
to their own walls or their own examinations is evidenced most 
prominently, perhaps, by thé last Indian examinations, and also by others 
connected with medicine and law. In these foreign and, as it were, 
extrinsic competitions it would hardly be fair not to remark that 
the College of Belfast has occupi a very conspicuous position. 
There is probably no one cause which has contributed £0 efficiently to the jast 
credit of the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland, or to the success which has dis- 
tinguished the efforts of their students and scholars, than the remarkable 
merits and attainments of the men who have been fortunately obtaine as 
professors in their respective colleges.

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THE latest intelligence from the Far East does not contain those 
accounts of the progress of the allied forces in China which 
were expected ; but they are of a nature to show that critical 
action was at hand, The war, indeed, had actually begun ; 
and the troops of either nation were in presence of each other, 
and something more. The allied army had advanced to the 
mouth of the Peiho, where they enjoyed the somewhat barren 
triumph of occupying certain forts which had been vacated by 
the enemy, and which, characteristically enough, had been 
mounted with wooden guns, and garrisoned by three old men, 
There is a touch of bathos, not usually coincident with warlike 
affairs, in the idea of a strong and perfectly-equipped body 
of the soldiers of two of the great Powers of Europe 
solemnly marching to take possession of works which 
had been prepared for their reception by the mounting of that 
species of ordnance which, in the jocular language of military 
men, are called “quakers.” The next step was a little, but only 
a little, more like fighting; for the Allies came upon a Tartar 





camp, which they instantly prepared to attack. It does not 
seem, however, that any opportunity was afforded for the dis- 
play of prowess or of strategy; for the Chinese who were 
Tartars, or the Tartars who were Chinese, exhibited the utmost 
of that discretion which is held to be the better part of valour, 
and used every effort in their power to enable them to fight 
another day—if they should feel so disposed. We do not 
learn that there was any important casualty on either side, 
for it appears that the Chinamen ran away on the firat 
opening of a cannonade, or at least when the troops prepared 
to advance with that terrible precision which marks the battle- 
march of a line of British soldiers, and with that rapid, nearly 
irresistible, rush which characterises the somewhat looser onset 
of the French infantry. 

The allied forces, naval and military, had duly taken up their 

positions preparatory to the attack on the Taku forts, the 
scene of the check, the repulse, the defeat—whatever it 
was—of the English last year, At that time the natural 
advantages of the spot for defence had been well de- 
veloped, and much ingenuity and no little scientific skill 
had been shown in the erection of an armed barrier, which 
was sufficient to hold its own against the most pertinacious 
bravery of our sailors and soldiers. No doubt the time which has 
elapsed—alwayssupposing that it is the intention of the Chinese to 
offer serious and organised resistance, which is at least doubtful— 
has enabled those who have the conduct of the defence of this 
point of the river to add strength to, and to extend the area of, the 
fortifications, If some of the whispered rumours which have 
been floating about be founded in truth, the aid of European 
military science, which it is said was traceable in the defensive 
operations at the Taku forts, has probably been again invoked 
and afforded ; and genius and skill cognate to, or at least of the 
same school, as that which kept France and England for eleven 
months before the leaguer of Sebastopol may be found now 
ministering to the means taken to oppose the advance of the 
Allies up the Peiho River, by licking into European shapeliness 
the rude and half-childish military organisation of the Chinese, 
It is believed, too, that the material is better, and the capability 
for warlike purposes of the Celestials more developed in the 
regions in which hostilities are now going on, than those with 
which the English have before come in contact; and, on the 
whole, it is probable that our Navy and Army have before them 
a foe which it would be worse than indiscreet to despise. The 
pointed inaction of the Plenipotentiaries proves that no 
attempt at negotiation will be made on their side, or listened 
to from the other, pending the immediate military operations, 
It is to be hoped that when the time arrives for settling the 
terms of a treaty one preliminary will be insisted on—namely, 
that the place of negotiation shall be Pekin, Without this no 
satisfactory arrangement can be expected, 
WE have pleasure in re the safe return of her Majesty 
to her kingdom of England, in which the Queen arrived on 
Wednesday. Very appropriately, the weather, which scowled 
fearfully on her departure, cleared up for smiles on her arrival ; 
cleared up—it might be added in the language of the old- 
fashioned playbills—“ for that day only, and ‘by particular 
desire of several persons of distinction.” Our Sovereign is 
again at Windsor after a couple of long journeys and pleasant 
sojournings, 

The Prince of Wala has visited the tomb of George 
Washington, and has planted a tree there. The incident would 
make a companion picture to that of the visit of Queen Victoria 
to the grave of the first Napoleon. The reception of his Royal 
Highness in the Republic is all that could be desired, both as 
regards cordiality and good taste. We read of a cheering and 
enthusiastic multitude pleased at his affability ; and we then 
find him making himself at home with the ladies, and 
engaged with the accomplished niece of the President in 
a game at “ten-pins,” in which their antagonists were de- 
feated, after which either the Prince’s gallantry or Miss Lane’s 
skill caused his Royal Highness to succumb to his fair 
opponent, The game, by-the-way, unless we mistake, is a 
capital instance of the composure with which people evade 
absurd laws. “ Nine-pins” became so popular, and was so much 
used for gambling purposes, that there was a legislative or 
police ordinance, we are told, launched against it. The Republic 
quietly relinquished “ nine-pins” and set up “ten-pins,” The 
Prince’s reception in New York will be the grand feature of 
the news from the States, and we hear that great discussion had 
taken place as to which lady was to open the grand ball with 
him, The New York ladies had no idea of recognising the 
precedence of the niece of the President, whose residence is at 
Washington, If municipal rule prevail on so interesting an 
occasion, we presume that the coveted distinction will fall to 
some lady member of the Chief Magistrate upon whom 
Lord John Russell, to the intense amusement of New York, 
conferred, in the excess of his politeness, an aristocratic title to 
which the Republican had not the slightest claim, All will, no 
doubt, have been most properly and satisfactorily arranged, and 
the Heir of Englan d will have found a magnificent partner ia 
“ his cousin Columbia,” 

Thanks to the press, the assurance-offices have roused them- 
selves to perceive the desirability of setting themselves right 
with the public on the “days of grace” question—that is te 
say, on the question whether the policy holds good until those 
days have expired, But the thing has not been done in th2 frank, 
businesslike manner which English people like; ani Mr. 
Goodhart has been, as we conceive impertinently, required to 
state that he had intended to renew his policy whether his 
premises had been burned down or not, We do not impute toany 
of the respectable offices any intention of evading a just claim ; 
but what isthe use of the surly reticence upon this subject? 
Let the great offices speak out plainly, and declare that a policy 
either is or is not valid up to the last hour of the last day of 
grace, and do not let them give smaller and needier establish- 
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ments hints for conduct which, in the cases of the latter, may be 
pursued to the detriment of honest assurers. Another instance 
has been afforded of the incalculable value of a free press to the 
mercantile world, which is very apt to be angry and snappish 
if the least inaccuracy upon a technical matter is manifested by 
the journalist, but is by no means equally ready with acknow- 
ledgment of the incessant services which the newspaper affords 
to commercial interests, 








THE COURT, 


The Queen arrived at Gravesend in the Victoria and Albert 
Royal yacht on Wednesday afternoon, shortly before five o'clock, and, travel- 
ling over the South-Eastern and South-Western railways, reached Windsor 
Castle at twenty minutes before eight o’clock the same evening. Her Majesty 
had been suffering from slight indisposition during the two preceeding days, 
but fortunately accomplished the voyage home without increasing her illness, 


We last week brought the Royal travellers to Coblentz. The 
official chronicle of her Majesty’s subsequent movements states that on 
‘Thursday se’nnight the Queen arrived at Mayence. At the railway station 
her Majesty and the Royal party were received by the military and civil 
authorities. Her Majesty and the Prince Consort, with the other members 
of the Royal family and household, immediately entered carriages which had 
been ordered for their conveyance, and proceeded to the Hotel du Rhin. The 
Royal dinner party included the following:—The Prince Regent and Prince 
and Princess Frederick William of Prussia, the Princess Alice, Lord John 
Russell, Countess Bruhl (Lady in Waiting to the Princess Frederick William 
of Prussia), Count Fiirsteinstein (Chamberlain to her Royal Highness), Count 
von der Golx (in attendance upon the Queen by order of his Royal Highness 
the Prince Regent of Prussia), M. de Obernitz (Aide-de-Camp to the Prince 
Frederick William of Prussia), Count Boyen (Aide-de-Camp to the Prince 
Regent), Field Marshal Lieutenant Paumgarten (in the Austrian service, 
Vice-Governor of the Fortress), Lieutenant-General von Oelrichs (in the 
Prussian service, Commandant), Oaptain Dennam, Mr. Russell, Mr. Morier, 
and the Ladies and Gentlemen in Waiting. 


On Friday se’nnight the Queen and Prince Consort, with the 
Prince Regent and Princess of Prussia, the Prince and Princess Frederick 
William, the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden, Princess Alice, and 
Prince Hohenzollern, drove to the Castle of Stolzenfels, where her Majesty 
and the Prince Consort had spent some days with the King of Prussia in the 
year 1845. Lord Bloomfield and the ladies and gentlemen of the household 
also accompanied her Majesty. The Royal party passed some time in admiring 
the beauties of the palace and the magnificent view of the Rhine, with the 
fortress of Ehrenbreitstein and the town at Coblentz in the distance. In 
returning, the drive was extended by crossing the Moselle, and passing by Fort 
Constantine. There was a large dinner party, and a select circle had been 
invited for the evening. 


On Saturday the Queen, the Prince Consort, and Princess 
Alice left the Palace at Coblentz, at a quarter before eleven o'clock, to proceed 
by railway to Brussels. Her ber gow A and their Royal Highnesses were accom- 
panied by the Prince Regent and Princess of Prussia, the Prince and Princess 
Frederick William, and the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden. Lord 
Jchn Russell and Lord Bloomfield were in attendance upon her Majesty. The 
whole of the Royal personages accompanied her Majesty in the railway saloon 
carriage of the King of the Belgians. The Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 
of Baden took leave of her Majesty and the Prince at Neuwied, and the Prince 
Regent and Princess of Prussia at Aix-la-Chapelle. The Prince and Princess 
Frederick William continued the journey with her Majesty, the Prince, and 
the Princess Alice, as far as Herberthal, where they also took leave of 
their Royal relatives. At Verviers her Majesty was received by his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Brabant, her Imperial and Royal High- 
ness the Duchess of Brabant, and his Royal Highness the Count 
of Flanders, who entered the Royal carriage, and proceeded to Brassels. Lord 
Howard de Walden, her Majesty’s Minister at Brussels, was here in attendance. 
The King of the Belgians was vpon the platform at Brussels upon the arrival 
of the train at a quarter past seven o'clock, and greeted her Majesty and the 
Royal personages upon alighting from the carriage. The Queen, the King, 
and the Royal family dined in private. The Queen, having canght a cold 
upon the journey, was advised to postpone her embarkation for England until 
"Tuesday moon. 

On Sunday the Queen was confined to her room with a cold, 
accompanied with sore throat. Her Majesty's health continued to improve 
during the day, and on Monday morning her Majesty was very much recovered. 
The King of the Belgians, the Prince Consort, and Princess Alice attended 
Divine service in the private chapel in the palace. Lord John Russell and the 
ladies and gentlemen of the household of the Queen and Prince Consort were 
likewise present. 


On Monday the Queen remained in her private apartments. 


On Tuesday the Queen embarked at Antwerp for Gravesend, 
and on {Wednesday afternoon, about five o'clock, her Majesty landed at the 
latter place. The Terrace Pier and the principal thoroughfares through which 
the Royal cortége had to pass were gaily decorated with flags, and lined with 
eager crowds who welcomed her Majesty with more than ordinary warmth. A 
detachment of the Royal Marines and the Gravesend Volunteer Artillery 
received her Majesty, and “ a guard of honour” was formed by the cadet class 
of the Park House School, attired in a soldierlike uniform, with model rifies 
and accoutrements. The juvenile volunteers attracted her Maj@gtd’s and the 
Prince Consort’s special attention, On the Terrace Pier the Queen was 
received by Viscount Sydney, the Lord Lieutenant of the county; the Hon. 
J. Drummond, the Superintendent of Woolwich Dockyard; the Mayor of 
Gravesend, and several members of the Corporation. 





His Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Michael of Russia, 
accompanied by her Imperial Highness the Grand Duchess Olga TFedorowna, 
and attended by Mdme. Philosophoff and Mdlle. Philosophoff, Count Zouboff, 
Count Levachoff, Baron Wallew, and Captain Novitzky, have arrived at 
Claridge’s Hotel, from Torquay. 

Their Royal Higknesses the Duchess of Cambridge and 
Princess Mary purpose leaving Cambridge Cottage, Kew, early in the ensuing 
‘week for Brighton. The Duchess has engaged Brunswick House, and contem- 
plates a sojourn of a month or six weeks.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

Lady Agnes Murray Carnegie, relict of the late Sir David Carnogie, Bart., 
of Southesk: Sir David has been long deceased. Lady Carnegie made her will 
in the year 1837, at Edmund Castle, Cumberland, being at that time a widow, 
and died in the month of June last at Dynevoir House, Leamington, Warwick- 
shire, having attained the age of ninety-six. The will is drawn up in the 
usual Scottish form, designated “ A trust, disposition, and settlement.” The 
property in England was sworn under £25,000, and the will was administered 
to by her son, John Renny Strachan Carnegie, Esq., one of the surviving 
executors. Her Ladyship directs her property of every description to be 
divided, share and share alike, between her four daughters, and this latter dis- 
position comprehends the entire terms of the will. 

The will of Thomas Fitz-Gerald, Esq., of Portland-place, London, and 
Shalston House, Bucks, was proved in London on the 1ith instant, 
by his relict, and his sons, Thomas Keane Fitz-Gerald, Robert Allen Fitz- 
Gerald, and Maurice George Beaufoy Fitz-Gerald, the joint executors; the 
personalty being sworn under £50,000, The will bears date the 2nd of 
July lastant, and the testator died on the 9th of August following. To 
his widow he bequeaths an annuity of £1000, with the whole of the fuar- 
niture contained in both of his residences, carriages, horses, together with the 
jewellery, articles of vertu, philosophical instruments, &c. His widow pos- 
sesses a very considerable fortune in her own right, which on her decease will 
devolve to her son, Richard Purefoy Jervois, and, in consideration of this cir- 
cumstance, Mr. Fitz-Gerald bequeaths the whole of his property amongst his 
other children. To his eldest son, William, he bequeaths his estates in Ire- 
land, and those situate at Bayswater and in other parts. To his sons Robert 
and Maurice he has also left estates,and to his other children pecuniary 
legacies. There are two of large amount—one to his youngest son of £12,000, 
the other of £14,000 to his daughter. The testator gives the residue equally 
amongst all his children. 

The will of Archibald Finnie, Esq., of Glen Hall, Leicestershire, and 
Newfield, Kilmarnock, N.B., was proved in London on the 15th of the present 
month, by the executors—namely, the testator’s brother, James Finnie, Esq., 
of Newfield, Henry M‘Chlery, Esq., and James 8. W. Yarrow, Bsq., of London. 
Personalty £50,000, The testator disposes of his property in the following 
manner :—He has left to his aunts, Janet and Elizabeth Brown, pecuniar7 
legacics, and to Margaret Brown an annuity of £300; to William Finnie a 
legacy of £2000, and to Robert Finnie £1000; to each of his executors £100; 
to his valet £50, added to which the testator has kindly considered all his 
servants by leaving to each of them ne. All bequests are to be paid free 
of the usual legacy duty. The residue, which comprises the bulk of the 
testator’s property, he leaves to his said brother, whom he has nominated 
residuary legatee.

THE PRINCE OF WALES IN THE UNITED STATES. 


His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, travelling under the 
cognomen of Baron Renfrew, continues to be received in the most 
flattering manner by the citizens of the United States. The following 
account of the Prince’s progress is gathered from the American 
journals :— 
. The Prince reached St. Louis on the 27th ult., and was received with 
loud cheers on his landing. Everybody appeared to be exceedingly 
anxious to see the Prince of Wales, who, ic was known, had accepted 
an invitation from Captain Harper, President of the Agricultural 
Association, to visit the fair. This invitation was extended to the 
Prince while he was in Canada, The Prince and his suite arrived on 
the grounds at twelve o'clock, having driven through the principal 
streets in company with the Mayor and a few of our most prominent 
citizens. When the carriage containing the Prince entered the arena 
the cheering by the assem thousands was tremendous. The Prince 
ly replied to this enthusiastic welcome by raising his hat and 
wing his thanks. The Royal ety! passed twice round the arena and 
then alighted in the centre. After this they ascended to the second 
story of the pagoda, where the band struck up “ God Save the Queen.” 
This was followed by “ Hail, Columbia!” and “ Yankee Doodle.” In 
about half an hour the Prince descended to the grass-plot near the 
agoda to witness the display of cattle and horses. The Hon. 
ward Bates and the Hon, George Stewart were presented to the 
Prince. At one o’clock the Royal party lunched with the officers of 
the Agricultural Association, a which the Baron returned to the 
middle of the arena, and the contesting horses entered the ring. The 
amphitheatre was filled to overflowing, the grounds were everywhere 
crowded, and there were not less than 100,000 people present within 
the inclosure. At three o'clock the carriages en the arena to 
convey the distinguished visitors from the grounds, The Prince passed 
out at the western gate, receiving everywhere demonstrations of high 
respect. The Prince of Wales and party visited the newly-opened 
Academy of Arts in St. Lonis in the evening. The Duke of Newcastle 
held a formal levée, at which several gentlemen were presented, and the 
Prince was serenaded by a fine band. ° 

The Royal party left St. Louis by special train at nine a.m. on the 
28th. A great crowd collected to see them off, and the cheering was 
immense, A short distance from St. Louis, on the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railroad, a freight train ran off the track, and this delayed the Royal 
train more than four hours, The freight train was removed, and the 
special proceeded without any damage. te precaution was taken 
to prevent accident. Flag-men were stationed every mile, and dela 
telegraphed to all the stations on the line. At every station crow 
collected, cheering as the train passed; even at country stations, 
where there was no expectation of the Prince’s stopping, ladies 
turned out in crowds, late as the hour was, and clapped their hands, 
“ Tn spite of the delay (says a correspondent of the New York paper) 
the Royal party enjoyed themselves greatly. On the trip to-day they 
Lave been in four and seen six States, It was well arranged that the 
Prince should travel from west to east, as he thereby sees the develop- 
ment of our country in its various stages, from prairie, forest, log- 
cabin, village, and town, to the great metropolis, e travels from the 
new to the old portions of the country, and sees from the first germ to 
the full flower of civilisation. He went as far west as time would 
allow, and still the country reached before him. He now turns his 
face towards the rising sun, and as he goes sees the full maturity of 
our powers, Such an event is hardly less noticeable than his first 
arrival here, across level Illinois, with log-cabins and settlements ; 
across Indiana, with her low forests, occasional clearings, beautiful 
tortuous streams, and fine towns.” 

The Prince of Wales, with uniform speed, reached Ohio, the “ Garden 
State,” and saw across the river the hills of Kentucky rise shadowy 
through the night mist. The day was delightful, and the night 
equally beautiful with moonlight, At every station several persons, 
left from the early crowd, cheered as the train passed, The lantern- 
men every mile along the road formed a line through which he tri- 
umphantly passed. There could be no mistake about his welcome, or 
the hearty reception he would have received had he been earlier. In 
Cincinnati a small number of persons were in the streets by which the 

train passed, and the bonfires, having blazed themselves out before the 
Prince arrived, reddened up for him anew. 

The Prince and suite arrived at Cincannati at one o’clock on the 
morning of the 29th, They were accompanied by Mayor Bishop, 
Judge Storer, W. Sibley, President of the Chamber of Commerce ; John 
Torrence, President of the City Council; Rufus King, President of the 
School Board ; and R. B, Bowler, who met the train at Cochran's, and 
tendered the hospitalities of the city to the guests. In spite of the 
late hour at which the Prince of Wales and suite arrived, quite a crowd 
collected at the Burnett House to see him. He was taken upstairs by 
the private stairway, and the crowd, though cheering and pushing in 
great style, saw nothing of the Prince, 

When the Prince, in the forenoon, entered his carriage to drive 
through the city several thousand persons had collected, cheering 
enthusiastically. The crowd scrambled after the carriage, blocking up 
the street in every available spot, occupied the sidewalks, and lined the 
windows. The street was full of carriages, drawn up, loaded with 
spectators. Mr. Pike, proprietor of the pera House, arranged the 
ball for this evening, and it was extensively advertised that the Prince 
would attend. The tickets were printed for the Reception of his 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales—“ since here in the west (says 
the correspondent of a New -York paper) the geome have given 
up the titles Lord and Baron Renfrew, and insist on the 
Prince preserving his title.” The Opera House, where the 
ball was held, was most brilliantly illuminated, and the parquette was 
floored over to the stage, open to the wall, and decorated with natural 
flowers. A great crowd collected in front of the hotel, and a ter 
one in front of the Opera House. The Prince arrived at ten o'clock. 
The ball committee held a brief conference with him in regard to 
partners, and the whole party were then taken to a private box, About 
one thousand persons were present, The ladies were most richly 
dressed, and the coup-d’ceil was magnificent. After a few moments’ 
delay the ball was commenced with the old-fashioned promenade. 
The Prince then enet the ball, the Royal party and others dancing 
upon the stage, a few others on the parquette, The first dance was 
the “ Jubilee Quadrille,” the Prince having for his partner Mrs, Colonel 
Pike, wife of one of the committee, the proprietor of the Opera House, 
and the originator of the ball. The Prince chatted with his partners, 
led them to their guardians, and promenaded around the room, to the 
intense satisfaction of all. There was no supper provided, and the 
— ‘ey | left at half-past twelve o'clock. 

the following day the Prince and suite visited St. John’s Church. 
There was a large crowd of spectators at the hotel and in the vicinity 
of the church, The Prince entered the side door, to avoid any demon- 
stration on his account. At the close of the services the Prince retired 
to his hotel, At night he dined with the Mayor and other officials. 

The Royal party left for Pittsburg at seven o’clock on Monday 
morning, October 1. The Prince and suite arrived at Pittsburg at a 
quarter to nine o’clock in the evening. He was met at Alliance by a 
committee ; at the dépét here he was received by Mayor Wilson, who 
delivered an address of welcome. The Prince and suite then entered 
their carriages amidst the cheers of the immense multitude who 
thronged the streets. The Duquesne Greys acted as a guard of honour. 
After partaking of their suppers the Prince and suite retired to rest, 
They left Pittsburg on the following day. 


THE* PRINCE AT WASHINGTON, 


The Prince of Wales reached Washington on the 3rd inst. from 
Harrisburg. Crowds were collected at every station to see him and 
the Prince, to gratify their curiosity, showed himself on the rear 
platform of the car. At Altona, especially, there was a great crowd 
and much enthusiasm. The party left Harrisburg in the forenoon, after 
driving through the principal streets, and visiting Governor Packer at 
his private rooms in the Capitol.

On the morning of the 4th the Prince, with a large party, visited 
the Capitol and took a hasty view of the objects of interest there. At 
noon the President held a levée, and the executive mansion was 
thronged with visitors, the President conducting the ceremony of 
introducing the Prince. The Royal party then visited the Patent 
Office, and examined the works on exhibition, Subsequently, in 
company with Miss Lane, the Prince spent a couple of hours at Miss 
Smith’s institute for young ladies, where he indulged in a game at ten- 
pins. In the evening the President entertained the diplomatic mp 
and a large party at dinner, and Miss Lane held a reception. The 
day closed with a brilliant display of fireworks in honour of the Prince, 

e Royal party visited Mount Vernon on the 5th, accompanied by 

the President and members of the Cabinet, The revenue cutter 
Harriet Lane, which was gaily decorated for the occasion, conveyed 
the party to the grounds, where they were received by the Superin- 
tendent with due formality, and surveyed all objects of interest, The 
party, on their return, proceeded to the residence of Lord Lyons, and 
paitook of a grand dinner, 

On the 6th the Royal party were to go to Richmond. Great efforta 
were being made to induce the Prince to prolong his stay at the south. 

The Harriet Lane was ordered to Amboy, for the purpose of con- 
veying the Prince to New York, where he was to arrive at two o’clock 
on Wednesday the 10th.

(To th Editor of the ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS.) 

ANY statement calculated to raise judice against an individual will, I trust, 
establish, in your estimation, a claim for explanation through the same world- 
wide circulation as that in which the statement appears. In your last 
Number itis stated that the consecration of the above church has “ been 
deferred, in consequence of the refusal of the Vicar (Dr. Molesworth) to accede 
to the claims of the Bishop to the patronage.” ow, statement, 
which represents me as the chief, if not sole, obstacle, contains part of the 
truth, but not the whole truth. 

I had offered to meet endowments by the laity with an endowment (in each 
case of church-building) of £50 a year out of my vicarial income. To do this 
required the consent of the patron (the Archbishop of Canterbury) and the 
Ordinary (the Bishop of Manchester), And my offer was accepted, and 
churches built and endowed without difficulty while the Archbishop of 
Canterbury remained patron. The condition of my offer was, that the 
patronage should be vested either in the Vicar of Rochdale or in the Incumbent 
of each district from which the district of the new church was to be taken. 
Amongst other churches, Norden was undertaken on this condition. The 
Bishop of Manchester, as Ordinary, gave his written approval of this condition 
in an application for a grant from the Church Building Society. The pro- 
moters of the building and endowment entered into contracts, expended 
money, had encouragement in interviews with the Bishop of 
Manchester, and neither impediment nor caution was suggested by him, 
though at the time arrangements were under consideration for transferring 
the patronage of the vicarage of Rochdale from the Archbishop to him. This 
transfer was effected, and when the building was nearly completed, under his 
written approval and his encouragement, he suddenly repudiates, as patron, 
that approval which he had verbally and in writing given as Ordinary. 

I did not refuse to accede to his “claim,” for he did not show that he had 
any legal claim to the patronege, which, in the ordinary course of law, would 
vest where it was proposed in the scheme he had approved. Instead of 
setting up a legal claim, he at the last moment used his power of refusing 
consent to my endowments, and by throwing all into confusion and involving 
the good churchmen, contractors, and contributors in pecuniary and other 
difficulties, he endeavoured to compel a surrender to him of that patronage 
to which he had not shown any legal claim, and of which he had, as Ordinary, 
distinctly sanctioned the conveyance to another. I refused, not a claim, but 
an attempt to extort by arbitrary perversion of his consenting powers that te 
which he had not only shown no claim, but had morally and virtually re- 
nounced his intention *to claim. ‘These are the general facts; and, that you 
may jndge for yourself of the faithfulness of this explanation, I inclose you 
copies of the correspondence.

THE FARM. 
THE bright with which the month opened came to a v 
liaeiden ee the 10th, when another week of continuous fins 
weather would have left a mere fraction of the harvest in the fields. 
There are many indications of a severe and early winter : seagulls 
have already up the Thames as high as Battersea-bridge ; snow 
has , on the top of Helvellyn, and powdered the shocks of corn 
in the Peak ; and near Barnard Castle the haymakers have been 
hard at work, quite regardless of the flakes. In short, we quite ex; 
to see a repetition of an en which we recently deciphered in a 
deceased midland counties huntsman’s diary :—“ Nov. 12. Came to a 
check in a cornfield ; corn not carried.” The new wheat is so soft and 
damp that very little of it, indeed, can be used with old in the manu- 
facture of flour ; but, as com: with the third quarter of last year, 
the importations of grain into the port of London are enormous, 
Wheat alone shows an increase of 279,169 qrs. ; barley of 77,520 qrs. ; 
and oats of 84,847qrs. The hop blight has been extremely severe this 
year both in England and on the Continent. The Belgian growth will, 
it is said, not be above a third ofa crop; the Bavarian not quite half, 
and the Bohemian about a sixth. In America there is a full crop ; but 
the Transatlantic hop is not a favourite with “mere beer-drinkin 
Saxons ;” and it is lucky for them that there are good stocks o 
yearlings and old hops on hand. The Herefordshire pear and apple 
crops are very abundant, but small, and void of flavour, and hence 
‘ar 4 little first-class cider is likely to be made in the county this year. 

A shipment of shorthorns, selected from the Athelstaneford, South- 
wick, and Mr, Ambler’s herds, has just been made to Australia, This 
is the third lot which has been sent by Mr. M‘Connell to his station of 
Queensland, in Moreton Bay, since it was established in 1841, 
Athelstaneford furnishes two oung bulls, Sir Rodolph and Sir Geoffrey, 
both of them by Sir James the Rose from cows of the Booth blood, 
and _a two-year-old heifer, Priscilla Gwynne, which was purchased at 
the Blencow sale ; and Mr. Ambler sends a two-year-old bull, Prince 
Alfred, by Lord of the Valley. Three more follow from the latter 
herd in the course of about three months, along with two Southwick 
bulls of Grand Turk and Heir-at-Law descent. Mr. Douglas has also 
sold his Lady Flora, by May Duke, and Lady of the Vale, by Sir James 
the Rose (descended, respectively, from Booth’s Mantalina and Farewell 
tribes), to Mr, C, P. Leslie, of Glassborough, Ireland, who has also 
become the purchaser of Prince Roland, by Prince ae oe Lady 
Pigot’s herd, Mr. Stratton has been sweeping two-thirds of the shorthorn 
prize at the Worcester Show (where Sir John Pakington has spoken his 
mind on that verbose and _ dulness which agricultural dinners pro- 
duce) ; and the success of Captain Spencer’s recent sale seems to have 
roused the Cumbrians a little on the subject of the improvement of 
their pastures, One of them proposes to give rather a novel and elaborate 
county prize of £2 2s. for she best square foot of grass laid down in 
perpetual pasture, It is to be brought in due form to the show, with 
a statement of the number and names of the nutritive grasses in it, as 
well as the weeds, and the best modes for their extirpation. It seems 
that Cobbett said of Cumberland, “The county cries ‘Grass, grass!’ 
but the farmer cries ‘Corn, corn !’” 

The sale of the Exmoor ponies, cobs, and galloways takes place at 
the Bampton Pony Fair, seven miles from the Tiverton station, at 
half-past eleven on Thursday next; and the 102 lots will be on view 
at Mr, mell’s farm, Bampton, from the previous afternoon, The 
lot of Mr. Knight, MP, consists of thirty-six mare and sixteen horse 
ponies; and among the latter is The Hero, a very handsome little 
chestnut sire, who was used on the hills, but has latterly been ridden. 
Mr, Knight never sells ponies between the auction periods, and the 
whole are warranted sound, and run like deer on the Exmoor hills from 
the time of their birth till they come to the hammer, Mr. Smith has 
twenty ponies, twenty cobs and galloways, and ten cob, galloway, and 
hunting colts, rising three. The ponies, like Mr. Knight's, average 
from twelve to thirteen hands and a half; and the cobs and galloways— 
which are produced from a first cross between a thoroughbred or - 
bred trotting horse and an Exmoor pony mare—average fully fourteen, 
Mr. Knight did not sell his ponies last autumn, and hence the present 
lot includes the pick of the two years, 

Professor Spooner delivered the inaugural address at the opening of 
the autumn session of the Royal Veterinary College. One of the most 
striking points of a v valuable lecture was the exposure of the 
cruelties which are practised daily in the veterinary schools of Alfort 
and Lyons. As a member of a deputation from the Royal Society for 
the Suppression of Cruelty to Animals, the professor proceeded to Paris 
last May to co-operate with a French society on the subject, He says, 
“‘ At Alfort, which I visited, and, still more, I hear, at Lyons, the pupils 
are instructed in surgery by cutting up a horses, Oh! then, is 
surgery fiendhood ? ‘Two days a week, at nine o’clock in the morning, the 
doomed horse is cast, and then he is subjected to all sorts of surgical 
operations, such as firing, neurotomy, cutting away pieces of the carti- 
lage of the fuot, operating as for stone in the bladder, extirpating the 
parotid and other glands, or the eyes, or any organ that forceps can 
pull, or that knives and saws can reach, Steel and fin guided by 
stony hearts invade the poor animal at all points ; and these operations 
on the same horse last till four o’clock, unless, indeed, he becomes unfit 
for the diabolism by dying in the meantime.” It seems that the 
fessor did not even t the operators as black as they are; and Dr. 
Fraser adds that the horse is sometimes not killed at the end of the 
day, but allowed to stand over in a state of mutilation till the next 
class meets,

THE ORIGINATOR OF THE RIFLE ConPs MOVEMENT.—From a_ corre- 
spondence between the Mayor of Liverpool and General Sir Duncan Macdougall, 
we learn that the origin of the present volunteer rifle corps movement is due 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Bousfield. It appears that in 1857 Colonel Bousfield 
offered to form a volunteer corns, and that on the 28th of April, 1859, he re- 
newed his offer of service. The result of this last communication was a letter 
addressed to General Macdougall from the War Minister, on the 14th of May, 
1859, informing him that “a circular had been issued, informing Lord Lieu- 
tenants of counties of the conditions on which the Queen's Government will 
accept the services of volunteer corps.”

THE WRECK REGISTER OF 1859. 

THE terrific storms of the preceding twelve months have been productive of 
the most unprecedented disasters in the seas and on the shores of the United 
Kingdom. A terrible record of shipwreck and loss of life will be found in the 
* Board of Trade Wreck .”’ This states that the increase in these 
disasters is mainly to be traced to the very heavy storms of October 25 and 26, 
and of October 81 and November 1 and 2 last. In the former gale there 
were 133 total wrecks and 90 casualties, resulting in serious damage, and 798 
lives were lost. This number, however, includes the loss of 446 lives in the 
Royal Charter, which will always be remembered as one of the most melan- 
choly shipwrecks that ever occurred on British shores. 

During the gale of November 1 and 2 there were 27 total wrecks and 27 
casualties resulting in partial , and there was a loss of Sllives. Besides 
these, 424 lives were lost at one time in the Pomona on April 56 in the 
~— — on or about December 20.

‘The number of ships to which casualties happened, commanded by masters 
possessing certificates of competency, was 217 nst 344 commanded by 
masters holding certificates of service only, and 597 commanded by masters 
not required by law to have certificates. 

It is computed that the loss of property caused by wrecks and casualties on 
the coasts of the United Kingdom during the year 1859 was, in cargoes, about 
£893,000, and in ships £870,000, being a total loss of nearly £2,000,900. 
Surely this is so much wealth lost to the nation at large. 

An analysis of the 1416 wrecks gives the following result :— 

In 1859 the wrecks and strandings involving total loss amounted to 527, 
against 354 in 1858; and those involving partial loss to 540, against 515 in 
1858 ; the total number of strandings, &., being 1067, against 869 in 1858 ; 
the total number of collisions being 349, against 301 in 1858—116 of these 
happened in the daytime, between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m., against 76 in the daytime 
in 1858 ; and 233 happened in the night, between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m., against 
225 in the night in 1858; only 89 happened between April and September 

inclusive, and 260 collisions happened between October and March inclusive. 

It was among these numerous wrecks which occurred often during fearful 
storms that the life-boat was busily engaged. It is a long list of noble services, 
and afew of them will be enough to show what strong claims the National 
Life-boat Institution has on the public gratitude. Here is April 15.—Good- 
win Sands—terrible name of ill-omen to sailors—wind W.N.W. ; sloop Liberal, 
of Wisbeach, one man saved by the Walmer life-boat. Sept. 17 and 18,—Misner 
Haven, wind N. by W., strong gale; brig Lucinde, of Memel, eleven men 
saved by the Southwold life-boat. Feb. 28.—Jack’s Hole Bank; brig Louise, of 
Genoa, ship assisted by the crew of the Padstow life-boat. March 8.—Doom 
Bar fands, a hideously suggestive designation ; brig Gonsalve, of Nantes, 
seven men saved by the Padstow life-boat Nov. 1.—Holm Sands, wind 5., 
heavy gale; steamer Shamrock, of Dublin, fourteen men saved by the Lowes- 
toft life-boat. Nov. 2.—Whitburn, blowing a hurricane; schooner Anton, of 
Denmark, six men saved by the Whitburn boat. Nov. 26,—Redcar, wind 
8.E., heavy gale; b Fortuna, of Memel, eleven men saved by the Redcar 
life-boat. Dec. 30.— outh, wind from the 8.W., blo a gale; ship 
Britannia, of Bath, United States, fourteen men saved by the Barmouth life- 
boat. Dec. 21,.—Lytham, weather stormy ; the brigantine Hannah Jane, of 
London, seven men saved by the Lytham life-boat ; and so the record goes on 
through a long list, enumerating services of the most humane and sterli 
character in words and figures as simple as an ordinary entry in a merchant's 





ger. 

The Register states that the greatest number of casualties have happened to 
ships between fourteen and twenty years old ; next, between twenty and thirty ; 
and then to comparatively new ships, or ships between three and seven years 
of age. It also happens that 64 were upwards of fifty years old, three of this 
aan between 80 and 90, one between 90 and 100, and one above 108 
years old. 

A comparison of the wrecks that have occurred during the past two years on 
the coasts and in the seas of the British Isles give the following resulta :— 

On the east coast are 621 against 514 in 1858 ; on the south coast, 136 against 
89; andon the west coast, 466 against 304. On the Isle of Man six wrecks 
took place in 1858, but in 1859 they had increased to 28. This isa point where 
the Commissioners on Harbours strongly recommended the erection of a har- 
bour of refuge. The wn. life-boat, belonging to the National Life-boat 
Institution, has several times been instrumental during the past year in saving 
life from wrecks off that island. 

It appears that, exclusive of passengers, there were 10,538 persons on board 
these 1416 wrecks, and of these 3977 were actually imperilled, and 2332 have 
been saved from a watery grave by life-boats and other craft; the remainder 
1645 having unhappily been drowned.

CONGREGATIONAL 
MARKHAM-SQUARE. 
Tuts chapel, built by the congregation of the Rev. J. Clifford Hooper, 
has been recently opened for public worship, and is the only place of 
worship for the Independent body in Chelsea. The chapel stands in a 
very prominent position, covering a large piece of ground at the head 
of Markham-square, forminz a very conspicuous and beautiful object 
from the King’s-road and other parts of the district. 

The form of the building is slightly cruciform, having transepts pro- 
jecting about five feet from the body of the chapel. The prominent 
feature of the exterior is a tower and spire rising from the west side of 
the southern transept to the height of 138 feet. The proportions are 
well conceived and the effect good. The siyle of the building is in 
the second period of the Gothic; and as regards the general design, as 
well as the execution, is considered to be superior to any chapel of the 
kind belonging to the Congregationalists in the metropolis. The chapel 
will accommodate 1150 adults, and there are a! and extensive school 
rooms calculated t6 seat 820 children. The building has been erected 
from a design by John Tarring, Esq., of Bucklersbury, and the con- 
tractors were Messrs. Myers, of Lambeth, to all of whom great praise 
is due for the beauty of the conception and the stability of the 
structure.

JOSE GUELL Y RENTE. 


Cosa has given birth toa considerable number of persons distinguished 
for their intelligence, talent, and wisdom. Amongst the foremost of 
the sons of Cuba is José Gusil y Rentd, the poet, lawyer, novelist, 
and historian. Don Pablo Guéll y Facko, his father, belonged to one 
of the oldest families in Catalonia; and Donna Josefa Renté y Reuz 
Perez Barroso, his mother, was a descendant of the first settlers in 
Cuba. Disciplined at the College of St. Charles, Havannah, in the study 
of philosophy and the laws of luis country, he finished his education at 
the University of Barcelona, where, at the age of twenty, he received 
the degree of Doctor of Laws. 

On his return to his native country he published his first poetical 
essay, under the title of “ Amarguras del Corazon” (“ Sorrows of the 
Heart”). Although irregular in versification, it has nevertheless been 
deemed worthy of translation by Italian poetr into the language of 
the immortal Dante. They breathe the spirit of soothing melancholy, 
and exhibit considerable refinement of thought and power of descrip- 
tion. Later in life, Guéll y Rente, with ideas more matured and a 
knowledge of the world more profound, entranced his readers with his 
“ Lagrimas del Corazon ” (‘Tears of the Heart”), a poem which tells, 
in the most touching language, the story of his love for the lady who 
is now his spouse, her Royal Highness the Infanta of Spain, Donna 
Josefa Bourbon, sister of his Majesty the King. This work has 





stamped its author as tae most exalted of our Castilian poetic 
celebrities. He was justly appreciated by the great Quintana, who 
held him in the highest esteem. 

His prolific pen has gained him also the grateful appreciation of

THE PROMOTER LIFE ASSURANCE OFFICES, 
Tre offices recently erected for the Promoter Life Assurance 
Company are situated at 29, Fleet-street, and contain a frontage 
of about twenty feet by fifty feet deep. ‘The whole of the front 
of the new building is constructed in Portland stone, except 
where inlaid with granite and marble, The capitals to the columns 
and piers are richly and beautifully carved, each to a different 
design, flowers or fruit forming the basis of the composition; 
bunches of flowers or fruit form the keystones of arches; the span- 
drils of the arches ave elaborately carved, and from the centre span- 
drils on the second floor spring carved figures bearing the centre por-

carved blocks. A roof of peculiar form, surmounted with an ornamental 
cresting, forms an attractive feature in the elevation. Internally the 
ground-floor comprises the public office (the sides of which are decorated 
with pilasters, with highly-enriched capitals, frieze, and cornice) and 
the secretary's office. T 
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The basement contains accommodation for the 
porter, strong rooms, and lavatories for the clerks. The first floor con- 
tains large board-room, doctor's room, and directors’ lavatory ; the 
third and fourth stories are devoted for residential purposes. The 
ground floor is constructed on Barrett's fireproof principle. The public 
office is heated by hot water. The lobbies are paved with encaustic 
iles. Mr, William G, Bartleet, of Pinners’ Hall, Old Broad-street, is 
the architect ; Mr. J, Willson, the builder. The carving has been exe- 
cuted by Mr, Forsyth, of Hampstead, under the superintendance of 
the architect. 








REVIEW AT CAPE TOWN BY PRINCE ALFRED. 
Dcrixe Prince Alfred's stay at the Cape, one day was devoted by his 
Royal Highness to an inspection and a review of the regular and volun- 
teer forces forming the Cape Town garrison—of which we give an 
Tlustration on page 363. The following account of the review is 
abridged from the Cape Argus report :— 

On Saturday, July 28, the troops assembled on the parade-ground at 
ten o'clock, and marched thence to the racecourse at Green Point, where 
a i“; of ground had been marked off for the occasion. They consisted 
of her Majesty's 59th Regiment, Royal Engineers, Royal Artillery, and 
Cape Mounted Riflemen, and the following volunteer corps :—Cape 
Royal Rifles, Scotch Company, Sappers and Miners, Duprat’s Field 
Battery of Artillery, and the Commissariat department, under the 
personal superintendence of Commissary De Pass. The entire force 
was commanded by his Excellency Lieut.-General Wynyard, C.B. The 
Prince left Government House on horseback, accompanied by his Excel- 
leucy the Governor, Major Cowell, R.E., Colonel Travers, Captain Porter 
Lord Charles Scott, Captain Christian, Mr. J.C. Rivers, &c, His Royal 
Highness was received with the most hearty acclamations both in the 
streets and along the whole line of road. On arriving at the racecourse 
the distinguished party, attended by General Wynyard and a brilliant 
Staff, rode down the line, his Royal Highness particularly inspecting the 
volunteer corps. The Prince then took up a position on the sou 
side of the ground where the Royal standard was waving, and the troops 
marched past. The scene was very animated. Cape Town had poured 
forth, seemingly, the whole of its inhabitants. Everybody was there, 
from the beauty reclining on silken carriage-cushions or sitting upright 
on her palfrey, enjoying the fresh sea-breeze after two nights’ succes- 
sive dancing, and trusting to the roar of the cannon and rattle of 
the musketry to drown the haunting air of that last waltz 
which will ring in her ears, to honest “ Doortj

The enemy was supposed to have landed at 
Three-anchor Bay, and some cavalry and rifles were thrown out to 
reconnoitre. They were driven in, fighting and supported by two 


in a fair way of marching on Cape Town and delivering our 
capital to all the horrors of war. But the Royal standard still 
waved proudly ; ;

and a terrific combat ensued, Inch by inch and foot by foot the 
ground was contested, but the steady column pressed on, the rifles 
skirmishing in front and the guns pounding on the flanks, while ever 
and anon the cavalry, their sabres glittering high above the dust, 
charged headlong on the foe, Anon firing was heard on the right, 
and across the lake was seen the other column advancing. Another 
tremendous effort, one more charge, and a junction was effected— 
the enemy was driven back in confusion to the bay—there was a wild 
cheer and a rush, and our troops were victorious. The rocks swarmed 
with riflemen, the regulars lined the sandy beach, and the guns swept 
the waves. Indeed, so complete was the defeat of the enemy, that 
when the shore was reached no vestige of them was left. His Royal 
Highness expressed himself highly pleased with the whole affair, and 
complimented the commanding officers on the efficient appearance of 
their men. 

The following is a copy of the general order :—“ General advance ; 
two lines to the right, right thrown back, covered by cavalry and guns; 
cavalry and guns to the front, guns in action, limber up and retire to 
flanks of general line; 59th in column in rear of the right; volunteer 
rifles in front of the left ; squares on leading divisions ; cavalry to the 
front from both flanks; rifles deploy and general line on them, with 
guns on flanks supported by cavalry ; echelon of companies of the whole 
reforming, the right guns and cavalry in support; company squares ; 
on cease firing, cavalry to the front pursuing; cavalry to reform on 
flanks of volunteer rifles with two guns ; volunteer rifles in line on left 
division, 59th in column in rear, left in front; volunteer rifles to skir- 
mish as a battalion, supports and reserves ; guns fall back on the 59th ; 
two guns at this time will be detached to the right in charge 
of Royal Artillery and Royal and Volunteer Engineers, and on 
reaching the lighthouse, watch an opportunity to open fire 
on Three-anchor Bay to turn the flank; volunteer rifles drawn in 
through the 59th, which must be deployed with guns and cavalry on 
flanks; sharp file-firing, repeated charges in succession of cavalry, 
cavalry to pursue ; line advance, charge of infantry, file-firing again, 
cease firing, volunteer rifles to the front again; the whole advance and 
take up position on the beach, the volunteer rifles amongst the rocks, 
the guns under cover, the 59th flanking the main battery ; the cavalry 
well in rear; cease firing ; 59th in column, volunteer rifles to cover the 
retreat of the guns, with cavalry on flank, covered by the rifles in 
skirmishing order, to original ground; general line; advance to the 
front in review order. The right brigade under the command of 
Colonel Staunton, the left brigade under the command of Colonel Hill ; 
the whole under the command of Lieutenant-General Wynyard.

Mr. Frodsham possesses, among other medals of 
merit, the Grand Gold Medal of Honour, awarded to him by the 
Emperor of the French for the superiority of his manufactures, 








“MY LAST LOOK AT SICILY.” 


Unver this heading our Special Artist in South Italy has forwarded 
to us a Sketch taken by him on the Calabrian coast between Reggio 
and San Giovanni, and which we have engraved on page 366. ‘The 
view herefrom is exceedingly fine. On the opposite coast is the 
crescent-shaped city of Messina; with Mount Etna on its right, and 
a little above it, on its left, the low promontory of Faro, with its 
tower advancing into the sea, as though to meet the Italian coast ; 
whilst dimly secn in the distance is the little fiery rock Stromboli,— 
forming a splendid landscape, one of the finest even in the 
Mediterranean, a sea whose shores are remarkable for a variet 
of beautiful scenery. The appearance of Messina seaward is 
thus described in an interesting little work, to which we 
have been before indebted, entitled “A Ride in Sicily” :— 
“ At length we were safely floated into the fair, tranquil, and capacious 
harbour of Messina, I had been so much interested with watching 
the peculiar features of the straits, and with endeavouring to trace the 
effect of Scylla and Charybdis on the water at our vessel's side—also 
with the pilot, his crew, and the unusual mode of steering—that until 
we had arrived close opposite to Messina my eyes had scarcely been 
directed to the features and the buildings of the city itself. But, on 
our arrival opposite, an architectural scene presen itself before us 
to which no other city I had yet visited in the course of my various 
travels offered the least approximation. The quay is broad, and is flanked 
all along by a handsome row of houses ; but, instead of these dwellings 
resembling any other series of human habitations which Europe presents, 
ent the following most strange and incongruous appearance, 
Though very low, they are adorned with columns and pilasters, in thickness 
and massiveness suchas would suit the proportions of lofty and mag- 
nificent abodes four or five times their height, while the utmost irre- 
ity prevails in their finishing, as to their tops and roofs, if the 
word finish can be applied at all in the description, The earthquakes 
with which Messina has been at different times so severely visited 
afford the explanation of this strange irregularity and form in the 
edifices. The houses of a lofty character suffered so much in that of 
1783 that I understand the upper stories of such residences were never 
rebuilt, and the recent constructions have been erected with a view to 
sustain any fresh shocks which may arrive, At the same time grandeur 
and show have not been entirely forgotten on the part of those whose 
wealth and condition would, under ordinary circumstances, have led 
them to raise and inhabit more lofty dwellings.”

THE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS 


THE PRINCE OF WALES AT OTTAWA. 

THE proceedings of the Prince of Wales at Ottawa have been duly 
recorded in this Journal, and last week’s Number comtained an 
Engraving, from a Sketch by our Special Artist in Canada, of his 
Royal Highness laying the corner-stone of the Parliament Buildings in 
course of construction in thatcity.

following de-ails of these two interesting incidents :— 
DESCENT OF A TIMBER-SLIDE BY HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS. 

“ Shortly after the corner-stone of the Parliament Buildings had been 
laid the Royal party took horse and rode, in plain clothes, to the 
Chauditre, where they admired the suspension bridge and the beautiful 
lumberers’ arch, containing no less than nincteen thousand feet of deal 
boards, which now forms a portal to it. 

“A novel and exciting incident here occurred. Dismounting, the 
whole of the party, including the Earl of St. Germans, walked along a 
boom to a cri’ which was moored at the entrance of the timber-slide. 
A slide, everybody should know, is an inclined plane, with several feet 
of water rushing over it, forming a waterway down which the crib can 
pass without damage, thus avoiding waterfalls like the Chaudivre, 
where they would be broken and the timber injured. A crib consists 
of sticks of timber of any length, forming a small raft twenty-five feet 
wide, the longitudinal sticks having pieces across them to tie them, as 
it were, together. ‘The crib, when fairly launched, goes down the slide 
with great velocity, the water rushing over the forward part and some- 
times dashing over the men upon it. On each side of the slide on this 
occasion were thousands of people, and the numerous bridges which 
crossed it were alive with human beings. When the Royal crib got 
under way and shot past or below them these people cheered and 
waved their handkerchiefs, and the most intense excitement prevailed ; 
for, although there is really little danger, yet accidents sometimes 
happen, and in every case the passengers who try this mode of loco- 
motion for the first time have to brace their nerves and clench their lips 
and stand firm, lest the vibration and the shocks which the crib always 
receives should make them lose their footing. And when Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales, was to undergo this experience, how much 
greater than usual was the interest taken in the running of the crib. 
Everything, luckily, went well, both with the Prince’s raft and with 
that which was carrying the leading members of the press immediately 
following. The whole of both parties were delighted, After the rapid 
descent, the cribs floated into the centre of the bay at the foot of the 
Chaudiere, 

THE LUMBERERS’ REGATTA, 

“There they found themselves surrounded by a hundred birch 
canoes, manned by lumberers in scarlet shirts and white trousers. The 
Prince got into one alone—the rest of his suite and the newspaper 
writers into others, and all were paddled to a beautiful island in the 
centre of the lakelike expanse.. There they sat on the grass, or 
strolled about, or busied themselves with sketching the lovely scenery. 
After a short interval of repose, a barge with a blue silk canopy 
appeared, manned by half a dozen gentlemen of the city, in blue silk 
blouses and white trousers. The Prince, stepping into this, was rowed 
to a large scow, whence the canoes which intended racing were to start. 
Clambering to its deck, by the assistance of the boat’s crew, who had 
to lift him shoulder high, he had a good view of the course. Nor 
were the arrangements at all exclusive, but all who chose went on 
board too, and it is very creditable to the people that the license was 
not abused, and that not the slightest inconvenience resulted. Six 
canoes started for the first race, ten for the second, and nine for the 
third. The course was probably a mile each way. The lumberers 
paddled well, magnificently even. There must have been 2000 people 
in small boats on the water, 2000 more in the half dozen steamers 
which were playing about, 20,000 on the heights on each shore, and 
when the winners in each race came in, and the Prince clapped his 
hands, applauding, they all participated in his evident delight, and 
took up the applause in one tremendous chorus.” 

The lumberers are thus described by another correspondent :— 

“ They are a race of men peculiar to Canada. In the depth of the 
winter their work in the backwoods begins. They then start forth to 
fell the huge white and red pines, which are drawn out of the snow by 
oxen and piled near the frozen rivers till the return of spring gives 
them an opportunity of floating them down in immense rafts and 
masses, which all the surface of fill the streams, in May, for miles and 
miles, By hurling the pine-logs over cliffs and dragging them down 
ravines the lumberers before the thaw sets in manage to collect along 
the banks of the various tributaries of the Ottawa and the St. Lawrence 
some millions of cubic feet of timber, and when the ice-bound streams 
are free once more their more arduous and dangerous labour recom- 
mences. Loosely joined together in huge, rough, uncouth rafts, the 
logs are set adrift, and, with a few poles and misshapen oars to guide 
them, the lumberer goes in charge down currents and rapids of deep 
rivers swollen and fiowing fiercely with the waters from the melting 
snow. It is all very well as long as these rafts hold together, but 
hurried and tumbled over rapids they often break up, and woe betide 
the unhappy lumberers who are on them when the great logs come 
rolling in fierce confusion one over the other, and go smashing down 
the rapids from rock to rock till they are all cast adrift in splinters, 
When such accidents occur, as they do ere it sometimes 
happens that the logs get so wedged and bound together on the brow 
of some stony rapid that they remain immovable, and all the miles of 
rafts waich are following behind are stopped at once. It then becomes 
necessary to cut the obstructing logs away with axes. Only the 
bravest, coolest, and most experienced of the lumberers can attempt 
this most dangerous of all their tasks, for when once the logs which 
bar the passage are half cut through the might of the press behind 
breaks them like straws, and some 10,000 trunks of trees come 
plunging down with a rush and confusion that but too often renders 
all the coolness and activity of the lumbermen who are trying to escape 
the avalanche of no avail,’ 

In the centre of the Engraving of the Lumberers’ Regatta, in the 
background, is represented a series of locks, eight in number, forming 
the means of communication for vessels between the Ottawa and the

EUPHRATES VALLEY RAILWAY. 

(To the Editor of the ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS.) 
IN your Impression of Saturday last, in an interestingarticle under the head of 
* Antioch,” I find the following passage :—* This winding stream (the Orontes), 
however, was to have formed part of our highway to India, according to the 
programme of the Euphrates Valley Railway panna As the Chairman of 
the Euphrates Valley Company I trust that you will allow me to correct the 
above mistake by reproducing the first paragraph of the prospectus of the 
company, which was placed in the hands of Government and most extensively 
published im 1856 :— 

“This company (the Euphrates Valley Railway) is established to connect 
the Mediterannean and the Persian Gulf by a railway from the ancient port of 
Seleuica, by Antioch and Aleppo, to Jéber Castle on the Euphrates, and, after- 
wards, from thence by other towns to Bagdad, and on to the head of the 
Persian Gulf.” 

The obstacles to the realisation of the Euphrates route are political, not 
physical. In 1857 General Chesney (whose name must ever be honourably 
mentioned in connection with this undertaking), accompanied by Sir John 
M‘Neill, the eminent engineer, with a competent staff of enginecrs and sur- 
veyors, examined and reported on the first section of the route from the sea 
to Aleppo, and pronounced the railway to be of comparatively easy and cheap 
construction, the rest of the route by the plains of the Euphrates and Tigris to 
Bagdad and Bussora being entirely free from engineering difficultics. 

A concession was obtained from the Porte, and the British Government 
avowedly approved the plan, which would have saved 1000 miles in distance 
and fourteen days in time in communicating with India, and * sup- 
ported and promised to continue to support the route” but, just as its necessity 
was more than ever demonstrated by the breaking out of the mutiny in India, 
our very good friend the Emperor of the French, for reasons best known to 
himself, put his veto upon it, but, being a magnaminous ally, no doubt the 
British Government will be able some of these days to induee him to consent 
to grant us permission to make a road to our own dominions without giving 
umbrage to his Imperial Majesty.

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THE DEMOLITION OF OLD WESTMINSTER BRIDGE 


Ir seems to us now strange that until 1736 (not much more than a 
century ago), notwithstan: tin ; the inconvenience of old London Bridge, 
the increase of trade, and the great extensisn of the west end of the 
metropolis, that it was only then that a determination was come to 
to span the Thames at Westminster by a bridge. As far back as the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, and, after that, in the reigns of James L, 
the two Charleses, and George I., the matter was greatly agitated. Great 
opposition was, however, on all these occasions made. The people in 
the City, with a s‘ngular and narrow-minded jealousy, thought that 
a bridge at Westminster would be the ruin of the City, notwithstanding 
London Br idge, by the peculiarity of its construction, the extreme 
narrowness of its roadway, and other peculiarities, was quite insufficient 
for the uses of the inhabitants in the heart of the metropolis— 
the ancient bridge stood for more than six hundred years before 
= foundation of its youthful and more symmetrical neighbour was 
laid at Westminster by the Earl of Pembroke on the 29th of January, 
1838, about two years having been occupied in preparing the caissons 
and foundations of the bridge. These were laid on a solid mass of gravel 
which lies at the bottom of the bed of the Thames. In this part this 
substantial bed lies at a much greater depth on the Surrey than on 
the Westminster side, and this inequality of the ground required that 
the height of the piers should be different ; some hav e, in consequence, 
been laid at five feet, and others at fourteen feet, below the muddy 
and more modern bed of the river. The piers are all four feet wider 
at the foundation than at the top. 

The bridge at Westminster w nich is rapidly passing from the view, 
although the date of its erection is so comparatively modern, consists 
of thirteen semicircular arches, besides a very small one at each end. 
The dimensions are as under :—

Labelye, the architect, who was a Swiss naturalised in England, 
exerted the utmost skill and care in all respects to raake his ‘work, 
which was then considered as one of the wonders of Europe, as com- 
plete as possible, the materials were the best that could be procured, 
For instance, the inside work, which is often in such structures filled 
up with chalk, small stones, or rubbish, was in this case of the same 
material as the outward casing. Dlocks of solid stone were used, 
many of them weighing as much as four or five tons, and none less 
than a ton, except the clozers or small stones, intended for fastening 
the others, one of which is placed between every four of the large ones. 
These block <3, perfectly well wrought, were laid in “Dutch terrace,” 
and fastened ‘together with iron cramps run in with lead, All the iron 
was, however, concealed, and in no case left to be affected by the 
water. The soffit of every arch, as may be seen by reference to the 
Engraving, is turned and built quite through, the same as the fronts, 
with large Portland blocks, over which is built, bounded in by the 
Portland, another arch of Purbeck stone, four or five times thicker in 
the = s than over the key, so calculated that by the help of this 
secondary arch, together with the incumbered load ‘of mate: rials, all the 
Pa wuts of every arch are in equilibrio, Thus each arch can stand singly 
without being effected by any of the others. Between every two 
arches there is also a drain so contrived as to carry off water, &c., 
which in time might collect and act to the detriment of the bridge. 
Thongh all this great care was taken, the work was not completed 
without an accident ; for one of the piers—greatly to the joy of the 
watermen and others, who were opposed to the building of the bridge 
—sunk so considerably, when nearly completed, that the finishing of 





the work was retarded for some time. Se great was the damage that | 


it was necessary to remove the arch on the side where the sinking of 
the pier had taken place, leaving, however, the base of the pier stand- 
ing. It was loaded with an incredible wei; ght of iron cannon, which 
was allowed to remain until all the settlement which could be made 
was forced. 

A picturesque feature of Westminster Bridge was the domed semi- 
octangular recess over every pier, which served asa shelter against the 
rough weather or a resting-place for the weary wayfarer. It seems,

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CURIOUS MUSICAL INSTRUMENT OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY. 
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PryING among the unnoted treasures of our national manuscripts, 
we lately chanced upon a remarkable drawing on parchment, which 
represents an elaborate but nameless instrument of the Elizabethan 
era, This drawing has attached to it a specification and contract, not 
a wit less curious than the design itself, between Randolph Bull, 
citizen and oy of London, on the one part, and Richard Stapers, 
governor of the merchants’ company trading tu the Levant, for and 
on the behalf of the said merchants, on the other part. 

The document sets forth that the said merchants desire to have “a 
new instrument of i kind, and endowed with various 
motions, both musical and of other special use, such as for the rarity 
and art therein used may render it fit to be sent from her Majesty to 
any Prince or Potentate whatever ;” and in consequence of this their 
wish having been e os to Randolph Bull, the goldsmith, he had 
devised the one which is delineated in the drawing and described in 
the contract. In height, this instrument, which our Engraving shows 
in miniature, is stated as twelve feet and a half or thereabouts; the 
breadth, five feet and a half; and the depth, four feet and a half: the 
whole raised and supported six inches from the ground by five small 
brazen lions of diverse forms. 

Pe om ws outward features of this work may be thus briefly 
:—The basement is of carved oak. Above it is a panel-arch, 
sad with pointed work of gold and other rich 
jours ;” on each side of it are two smaller panel-arches, with sixteen 
fluted and carved of which only the eight front ones appear in 
Seer ter the second frieze, which is of oak, carved, with 
mortise rebate work, there is a keyboard, the purpose of which 
was probably to direct and control the motions afterwards specified. 
Its use, however, is not described, nor is there any explanation of the 
dial-plate which stands above, and has twenty-four hours marked upon 
it; but “the shutting in of the pipes” on each side of the dial and the 
eight Corinthian pillars are to be of oak, carved and gilded. After 
another frieze carved in oak there are four towers, one in each corner, 
each tower supported by sixteen pillars, and the whole surmounted by 
a vase and crescent. In the centre of the platform whereon these 
towers stand is the part named “The Presence,” displaying a figure of 
Queen Elizabeth, adorned with eating diamonds, emeralds, and 
rubies, cut and set, to the num of forty-five. Encircling her 
Majesty are eight other figures, formed to move in the manner 
we shall presently explain, Above the next frieze are the 
Royal arms embossed, and gilded, and on each side a 
trumpeter. Above the next is a h endowed with mechanical 
motion to announce the hour; and crowning the fabric is a cock in the 
on each side—finished with a gilded crescent.

The 
yzantine Emperor hilus is related to have possessed “two 
great golden organs, em! ed with precious stones and golden trees, 
on which a variety of little birds sat and sung, the wind being con- 
veyed to them by concealed tubes.” Ata later period there is mention 
of an organ at the Church of St. Ambrose at Milan “ whereof the pipes 
were , some of wood, some of brass, and some of white lead, 
which, being played upon, did ex the sound of cornets, flutes, 
drums, and trum: with admirable variety and concord.” 

It may be dow whether the machinery for measuring time was 
ever emp! to produce the notes of an organ from the days of Plato 
till near in which the instrument shown in our Engraving 
was invented.

| Our Special Artists in Italy have forwarded to us several Sketches of 
| incidents in this battle, some of which are reproduced in this week’s 
| Impression, In relation to the scene depicted on page 379 the Times 
correspondent writes as follows:—“I shall first speak of the left 

column, Besides the great road from Capua, alongside the river, there 
is a by road, which, leaving the main road a: a little distance from the 
town, strikes across the country and goes straight towards the village 
of St. Angelo, which lies on the retreating slopes of the heights. This 
was chosen 7 Neapolitans as the centre of their operations against 
this while they sent one column by the main road towards the 
right, another to the right across country to take the viilage in the 
other flank. The by road which runs direct from Capua to St. Angelo 
intersects the road from Santa Maria to the river just where the road 
turns up to St. sone. In order to guard this position a barricade 
was constructed a little beyond this point and armed with four guns, The 
country near the river is solow thatevery morning the exhalationsof the 
ground cover it with a white mist, which makes it very difficult to see, 
even at a little distance. Besides this, the torrents which come down 
from the hills have artificial beds of fifteen to twenty feet in depth, 
very steep, and covered with brushwood, which are dry now, and serve 
as roads. The Neapolitans, advancing by these and taking advantage 
of the mist, approached quite close to the barricade, and carried it at 
the first o driving our men across the main road towards St. 
Angelo. Having taken this position, they came out and formed in an 
open field which lies along the road in regular order of battle. Their 
left had been equally successful, driving ours from the trench near the 
river, and forcing them back on the heights of St. Angelo, The 
column to the right again had not only passed the road, but had gone 
he little hill ———e Angelo, It was at this critical moment 

Garibaldi arrived. e had taken with his Staff carriages at 
Santa Maria, and was coming on in the main road towards St. Angelo. 
The balls and grape were flying about, but the carriages still pro- 
ceeded. When they arrived in the neighbourhood of St. Angelo they 
were in sight of the Neapolitans, who were drawn up there in line of 
battle. Fortunately, close to this spot was one of the torrents dammed 
in, which formed a covered way. In this the carriages turned down, 
except the last, which was struck by acannon ball and remained on 
the road. — this road Garibaldi advanced, revolver in hand, 
towards St, Angelo, and arrived just in time to give new courage to the 
defenders. The object was to drive away the column in the rear on 
the hills to the left of St. Angelo; this was easily done by throwing 
some skirmishers gn the heights above those occupied by the intruders, 
There was fortunately some artillery in front, which was turned to 
account, but, as usual, it was the bayonet which decided. The 
Neapolitans tried to penetrate by a cavalry attack, but were beaten 
back, chiefly by the coolness of the Calabrese, who behaved splendidly. 
After three or four hours’ fighting, whatever could be got together of 
available men were carried forward, and the Neapolitans not only 
driven back from their position on the great road, but likewise the 
barricade retaken,” 
St. Angelo and Santa Maria contest with each other the honour of 
having had the hardest fight, the fact being that there was very hard 
fighting at both places, According to the Times correspondent, at St. 
Angelo the position was less favourable for defence than at Santa Maria. 
“The village itself, or rather the old abbey and its dependencies, 
which are built on the slopes of the mountain, are safe enough against 
an attack in front, and their safety would only have been compro- 
mised had the Neapolitans crossed the river at the ford above the 
Scafa di Formicola and come up by the mountain road in our rear ; 
but the important thing in St. Angelo was to guard the main road of 
communication with Santa Maria and the works and pontoons which 
had been prepared towards the river. This made it necessary to push 
the line of defence beyond the road, and thus come down into the 
open. The only defensive work which was made was a barricade of 
sandbags, with our guns, on the road from Capua to St. Angelo. And 
this became a hotly-contested point all day long ; it was twice taken 
by the Neapolitans, and twice retaken, Although there were, besides 
the Calabrese and Genoese riflemen, nominally three brigades, there 
were in reality very little more than 3000 men present, while the enemy 
against them had columns of at least three times that number.” We 
give pe page 878 an Illustration of the Fight in a Field near St. 
gelo. 
The other Engraving on page 378 represents a deed of abominable 
cruelty on the part of the } eapolitans. Near one of the batteries 
which had been taken and retaken several times during the course of 
the day the Neapolitans, when in possession of it, piled up the dead 
and wounded ; and if a poor fellow had strength to crawl out he was 
pushed back by the Neapolitan bayonets. There seems little doubt 
that the fight was marked by great ferocity. Thus one correspondent 
says :—“ times were the positions of the Garibaldians taken and 
retaken at the point of the bayonet. The grape swept men down 
unmercifully, No quarter was asked or given. With my own eyes I 
saw wounded men bayoneted, and the stiletto and pistol used in a 
fight which commenced with the rifle. A strange circumstance | 
is, if we consider the character of the Italians, that they fought 
without uttering a shout, almost in silence,” Another corre- 
spondent writes as follows:—But to come back to the stories 
with which the Neapolitans tried to enliven their soldiery. One 
of them, current not only among soldiers but likewise among officers, 
was that the Garibaldians gave no quarter to any one, that the time 
fixed for coming over was passed, that, therefore, it was too late. 
It was quite disgusting to see officers as well as men throw themselves 
down on their knees when on the point of being taken, and beg for 
their lives. But the more serious matter was that the idea of getting 
no quarter roused ferocity, and there is no end to the complaints of our 
soldiers that the Neapolitans killed our wounded, Several of them 
were found half burnt. Although we are no longer in Sicily, burning 
and plunder seem to be still the order of the day of the Neapolitan 
soldatesco, Not a farm building remains in the neighbourhood of 
Capua, and as the columns on Tuesday came down from the hills to 
Caserta they set fire to every village which lay on their road. Thereis 
scarcely a soldier among the prisoners who had not plunder about him, 
and the silk factory of Sevica seems to have attracted especial notice. 
Their excuse is that they had permission to plunder and orders to 
burn.” 
Respecting the Final Repulse of the Neapolitans, which forms the 
subject of the Engraving on page 375, our Special Artist writes a3 
follows :—“ The Royalists were steadily advancing on all sides, and 
matters were beginning to look black, indeed, for the national cause, 
when Garibaldi, seeing how critical was the state of affairs, galloped 
to the head of three or four hundred of his men, and, shouting 
‘Corragio Avanti!” dashed right into the enemy’s ranks, and, being 
followed by his soldiers, the Royalists were driven .back at th 
bayonet’s point to the gates of Capua. This brilliant incident, which 
occurred at the foot of Monte St. Angelo, decided the fortunes of the 
day.” 
BAHIA RAILWAY. 

WE this week present our readers with two Illustrations showing 
portions of the works on the Bahia Railway. One shows the site of 
the permanent station at Bahia, and the other the heavy works to 
carry the railway across the valley of Paripe. 

The Bahia Railway, which is ultimately destined to add so much 
to the wealth and prosperity of Brazil, commences at the city of Bahia, 
on the shore of the angutious Bay of All Saints, and will oe | 
terminate at the Great River, San Francisco, in the interior of E razi ’ 
the navigation of which is uninterrupted for 2000 miles. With a liberality 
which marks their political wisdom, the Imperial Government of Brazil 
have guaranteed a rate of interest of seven per cent a8 &@ miuimuin on 
the cost of construction of this railway. ‘The board of directors in 
London consists of eminent capitalists in the City, and the manage- 
ment of the undertaking has not fallen short of the expectations of the 
proprietors, The works were commenced about two years ago, and 
the first section of the line was — with great éclat on the 28th 
of June, in the presence of the President of the Province of Bahia, 
the Archbishop, and all the public functionaries of the province. The 
ceremony passed off in the most satisfactory manner, and several 
thousand persons were conveyed without accident. This first section 
is twelve miles in length, and the works are, on the whole, ver
